If the bond issue proposal is 
approved, there would be no tax 
increase to retire them this year. 
The amount that would be im- 
posed in subsequent years would 
depend on the amount of bonds 
outstanding. 

-The Governmental Research 
Institute, a private, fact-finding 
agency which reviewed the pro- 
posals, estimated that the tax 
needed to retire the bonds would 
not exceed 9 cents on each $100 
of assessed property valuation 
in any year. 

The present tax to retire bonds 
still outstanding from other bond 
issues is 10 cents. The bonded 
indebtedness tax is imposed by 
the Board of Education without 
voter approval being needed.

Police Batter Apart- 
ment Door in Gaming 
Raid — Some Evi- 


dence Burned. 


Two men were arrested yester- 
day in a raid by police on an 
alleged handbook on the third 
floor of a six-family flat at 819 
Cole street. Police seized tabs 
representing $8700 in lay-off bets 
taken in the last two days. Some 
were on baseball games and 
some on horse races. 

Arrested were Russell J. Crac- 
chiola; who said he lived in the 
flat, and Dominic J. Biondo, of 
the 1500 block of Hogan street. 

Lt. Charles Craft and members 
of the police gambling squad led 
the raid after keeping the place 
under surveillance for two 
weeks. 

Craft read a search warrant 
through a closed door but was 
refused admittance. Police then 
used a sledgehammer to batter 
down a second door around a 
corner in the hall. The first door 
turned out to be 2 dummy. 


When police were attempting 
to force an entry, those inside 
the apartment apparently were 
busy pulling three telephones off 
the wall and burning betting 
tabs in a wastebasket. Police 
smothered the fire and recov- 
ered most of the evidence. Lt. 
Craft described the operation as 
one of the largest he has raided. 


Police took several bets on 
the remaining telephone. before 
it suddenly went dead, indicat- 
ing the wire had been cut at 
some point outside the apart- 
ment. 


Both Cracchiola and Biando 
were booked suspected of set- 
ting up and keeping a common 
gaming house.

BERN, May HM (UPI)—Russia 
charged today that Switzerland 
conspired with the United States 
in the arrest and expulsion of 
two Soviet Embassy officials for 
spying. It claimed the move was 
a maneuver to divert attention 
from the United States spy plane 
incident, 

The Swiss government quickly 
denied the Soviet allegation, 
made in a protest note published 
here today. It handed the Rus- 
sians a note protesting against 
the “‘anti-state” activities of the 
two Russian diplomats it said 
were caught ‘‘red-handed’”’ Tues- 
day night collecting espionage in- 
formation, 

The Soviet note charged that 
the expulsion of Soviet embassy 
secretaries Borislav Modin and 
Yves Frolov was the result of 
an “open provocation” by Swiss 
police. 

The Swiss government said the 
note was handed to Swiss Am- 


_bassador Alfred Zehnder in Mos- 
cow yesterday. The Russian note

A total of 1960 major crimes 


over the 1837 reported in April 
a year ago, Acting Chief of Po- 
lice James Chapman announced 
yesterday. 

The number was the largest 
in April since the present 
of crime reporting was adopted 
12 years ago, Chapman said. The 
increase also reversed a favor- 
able trend which began last No- 
vember, he added. 


For the first four months of 
this year, however, major 
crimes were 8.8 per cent under 
last year, a drop from 7930 to 
7231, the report stated. 

Among crimes against persons, 
the greatest increase in April 
was in robberies, which rose 
27.7 per cent, from 137 to 175. 
Rapes increased from 18 to 19. 
Murders dropped from 7 to 6 
and aggravated assaults from 
186 to 181. 

In crimes against property, 
automobile thefts rose 29.6 per 
cent, from 294 to 381, and burg- 
laries rose 3.5 per cent, from 
821 to 850. Larcenies of more 
than $50 dropped from 374 to 348, 
or 7 per cent. 

The record of crimes cleared 
by arrest last month compared 
favorably with April a year ago, 
Chapman reported. A total of 
519 was cleared, or 26.5 per cent 
of the number reported, com- 
pared with 477 solutions a year 
ago, or 26 per cent. The rate 
of solutions increased from 57.5 
per cent to 58.3 per cent for 
crimes against persons and from 
18.6 per cent to 18.8 per cent 
for crimes against property. 
For the first four months of 
this year, crimes cleared by ar- 
rest totaled 2480, a 9.3 per cent 
increase over the 2268 a year 
ago. The cleanup rate rose from 
28.6 per cent in 1959 to 34.3 per 
cent in 1960.

RUSSIA HANDS; 
IRAN PROTEST ON 
AIR EXERCISES 


LONDON, May 14 (UPI)—The 
Soviet Union protested today to 
Iran against forthcoming Cen- 
ercises. It said American planes 
from Iran violated Russian. bor-' 
ders in similar exercises last 
year. 

The United States is not a 
member of CENTO but co-oper- 
ates closely with Britain, Tur- 
key, Iran and Pakistan, which 


do belong to the organization 
formed originally as the Bagh- 


dad Pact. 

The Soviet Tass news agency 
said the Russian protest was de- 
livered to the Iranian charge d’- 
affaires in Moscow concerning 
the forthcoming Shahbaz II ex- 
ercises. 


The Soviet government, quot- 
ing press reports, said it had 
heard of Iranian plans to let 
CENTO allies use Iranian air 
space for the exercises and said 
“the Soviet government cannot 
fail to attach serious impor- 
tance” to the reports. 


It said that in exercises last 
year planes flew along the So- 
viet border and that Iran-based 
American planes crossed the 
border.

WASHINGTON, May 14 (AP)— 
President Eisenhower is drop- 
ping William R. Connole from 
the Federal Power Commission, 
he indicated in a letter made 
public today, because Connole 
has become “identified with one 
particular point of view.” 

The President’s letter ‘was to 
Senator Thomas J. Dodd (Dem.), 
Connecticut, who has called Con- 
nole the principal protector of 
the consumer on the Power Com- 
mission. 


At a recent press conference 
Mr. Eisenhower said only that 
**T think I can get a better man” 
than Connole, whom he first ap- 
pointed to the commission in 
1955 and whose term expires on 
June 22, 

President’s Comment. 

In the letter that Dodd made 
public today, the President said 
he believed members of federal 
regulatory agencies should “not 
become identified as represent- 
ing any point of view narrower 
than the broad public interest.” 

He thus turned against Connole 
the argument made by Dodd and 
others in favor of his reappoint- 
ment—that Connole had come 
to be regarded as the consu- 
mers’ chief FPC advocate. 


President Eisenhower added 
thot “in no sense should my ac- 
tion be construed as a reflection 
on Mr. Connole, for in my opin- 
ion he has served faithfully and 
diligently as a mémber of the 
commission.” 

Dodd said Mr. Eisenhower's 
letter had not altered his view 
that Connole’s dismissal was a | 
“completely unjustified breach 
of the public interest.” 

“To regard the consuming 
public as merely a narrow inter- 
est or a ‘particular point of 
view’ seems to me a misreading 
of the historical purpose of the | 
commission,” Dodd said. 

Connole’s Former Job. 

Connole, a political independ- 
ent, was chief legal officer of | 
the Connecticut Public Utilities | 
Commission before his appoint- | 
ment to the FPC. | 


Mr. Eisenhower has nominat- 
ed Thomas J. Donegan, a for- | 
mer FBI agent who now is a. 
member of the Subversive Ac- 
tivities Control Board, to suc- 
ceed Connole. 

On May 2 he also nominated 
Paul A. Sweeney, now a Justice 
Department lawyer, to succeed 
the late John B. Hussey on the | 
FPC, | 
White House press secretary 
James C. Hagerty said in an- 
nouncing the appointment that 
Hussey had come to be looked 
upon during his service on the 
FPC as a representative of gas | 
company interests—a point al- 
luded to by President Eisen- 
hower in his letter to Dodd. 

The Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee has scheduled a hearing 
on both the Donegan and Swee- 
ney nominations for next 
Wednesday.

Question: Tell us with more 
details what you plead guilty to. 

Ariswer: In accordance with 
the contract which was signed by 
me with the CIA (Central Intelli- 
gence Agency) of the U.S.A., I 
am pilot of the special air de- 
tachment of the U.S.A. dealing 
with the collection of informa- 
tion about operational radio sta- 
tions and radar on the territory 
of the U.S.S.R. and, as I sup- 
pose, about locations of rockets. 
Our air detachment is perma- 
nently located at the United 
States Turkish air base, Incirlik, 
near Adana City, Turkey. I have 
been serving in this detachment 
since August 1956 and each year 
for several times flew in special 
high altitude plane U-2 along 
the borders of the U.S.S.R. with 
Turkey, Iran and Afghanistan. 
Besides, in 1956-57 I performed 
three or four flights over the 
Black Sea without crossing the 
state borders of the U.S.S.R. It 
is difficult for me to recollect 
the numbers of such flights, but 
I flew repeatedly. 


During these flights the spe- 
cial equipment mounted on my 
plane took bearings on the sig- 
nals of Soviet radio stations and 
radar. In any case I was told 
so and given such assignments 
but I cannot say exactly whether 
the equipment of my plane took 
the bearings of the mentioned 
stations and installations, as | am 
not familiar with the equipment 
and I was never told over which 
points during the flight we should 
turn on and off the controls of 
the corresponding equipment.

John F. Kennedy’s unpredicted three-to- 
two victory over Senator Hubert H. 
Humphrey of Minnesota in the West Vir- 
ginia primary Tuesday did not absolutely 
assure. the Massachusetts Senacor the 
Democratic presidential nomination, but it 
will compel Senators Stuart Symington of 
Missouri an? Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas 
and the supporters of Adlai E. Stevenson 
of Illinois to think about changing their 
campaign plans. It will also force a reap- 
praisal of the private polling practices that 
pointed either to a Humphrey win or a 
close contest. 

By withdrawing from the presidential 
race, Humphrey left Kennedy and Syming- 
ton as the only announced candidates in 
the field. With so much controversial legis- 
lation still pending in Congress—and with 
the probability of presidential vetoes for 
some of it—Johnson, as Senate majority 
leader, may have to stick by his plan to 
make no announcement until after Con- 
gress has adjourned, just before the Los 
Angeles Democratic national convention. 


THERE IS a possibility that Johnson will 
make no formal announcement of his 
candidacy, although it seems certain that 
he will have 350 to 500 delegate votes ready 
and willing to back him when the conven- 
tion opens July 11. With such support, he is 
unlikely to withdraw formally from the 
competition. Convention politics are too 
unpredictable for such a move to be ex- 
pected.‘For the nomination, 761 votes are

The zeal 
of this faction, including several State 
Department figures in important positions, 
knows no limits and it is strongly colored 
by a conviction of the need to prosecute 
the cold war. without abatement. Their 
argument has validity as a hard-boiled 
defense of an ugly necessity in a time of 
grave danger. 


What they entirely overlook are the 
political consequences of their acts and it 
is here that. the recent events must be 
weighed in relation to the summit and to 
America’s standing in the world. 


IN THE VIEW: of this observer, the 
political consequences can be appraised as 
follows: 


1—The modest hope of agreeing at the 
summit on a new and limited objective 
in the disarmament talks, on a nuclear 
test agreement and perhaps even on an 
interim status for Berlin has been dimin- 
ished. Whether that hope has been 
eclipsed entirely we should soon know. 


2—The French feel confirmed in their 
policy of refusing to submit their navy 
and air force to NATO control without 
agreement for full consultation on every 
phase of the alliance. The French press 
has printed inspired stories to the effect 
that the U-2 incident shows the perils to 
America’s allies of failing to consult 
fully on all aspects of policy. 

3—The strain on the alliance is evident 
in Britain despite the typical moderation 
in the foreign policy debate in the House 
of Commons. Macmillan is faced firmly 
in a hopeful direction, repeating the be- 
lief that, if progress can be made on 
disarmament and nuclear testing, a 
crisis over Berlin may be averted. It 
remained for Hugh Gaitskell, leader of 
the opposition, to speak solemnly and 
soberly of the grave threat to peace in 
the announced policy by the United 
States of the right to penetrate the sov- 
ereign territory of another power. 


4—Ratification of the Japanese-Ameri- 
can defense treaty has been put in 
jeopardy in Tokyo. Time magazine, by 
publishing details of U-2 flights from 
Japanese bases, has further accentuated 
Washington’s troubles. The unease in 
the capitals of other allies from which 
American planes operate is scarcely 
concealed. 

5—Norway’s formal protest against 
such reconnaissance flights is sufficient 
evidence of the damage done, if any 
evidence were needed. Norway, with a 
long border with the Soviet Union in the 
far north, followed a bold course in join-' 
ing the North Atlantic alliance when 
neighboring Sweden elected to remain 
neutral. But the understanding with the 
Norwegian government was that there 
would be no American air bases in Nor- 

The allegation, therefore, that Francis 
Powers had plotted a course to land at 
Bodo, Norway, was deeply disturbing. 
It subjects the Norwegian government to 
powerful pressures both from within and 
without the country.

Secretary C. Douglas Dillon and statements 
by De Gaulle as denials of the desire to 
resolve outstanding issues; that under chal- 
lenge at home to show what, in a practical 
way, he was getting out of all the smiles 
and the talks, he seized on the. plane 
episode and determined to make the most 
out of it to put the United States and the 
West in a hole.

The splendid new automobile route be- 
tween Orly Field and the periphery of the 
city is like a race course this weekend 
as notables are received and escorted to 
their respective residences. It is the full 
protocol treatment, as though nothing had 
been altered in the 150 years since the 
rules of arrival and departure were laid 
down at the end of the Congress of Vienna. 


AS FOR PARIS, the city. never looked 
more beautiful. The chestnut trees are in 
full bloom and. even the long clogged lines 
of traffic on almost every avenue cannot 
aitogether destroy the sense of spacious- 
ness, light and grace coming from an 
earlier time. 


The hotels are crowded to the rooftops 
and, as the hotel keepers are anxious to 
keep their hold on the. spring tourist busi- 
ness, gaily attired American tourists with 
cameras move in and out of the delegation 
hotels. The phone service which was never 
the pride of Paris threatens to break down 
altogether under the strain. 

Chancellor Adenauer has. taken two 
floors—the royal suite—in the de luxe Bris- 
tol Hotel only a stone’s throw from President

Intelligence Organization Established in 1947 Has 


Outstanding 


ecord— President Briefed Weekly 


on fis Operatioris by Director Dulles.

WASHINGTON, May 14. 


THE REACTION to the forced landing of the American reconnais- 
sance airplane at Sverdlovsk, 1300 miles inside the Soviet Union, has been 


in two opposite directions. 


Many were horrified that the United States 


would violate Soviet sovereignty. They jumped to the conclusion that 
this was done without the knowledge of responsible authorities by the 
Central Intelligence Agency or the armed services. 


The other reaction, since very little is 
known publicly of the real success of our 
intelligence operations, was one of assur- 
ance that the iron curtain could be pene- 


_ trated. Millions of Americans who had no 


idea that our intelligence could be effective 
against the Soviet Union, in view of the 
difficulties of penetrating the vast police 
state, were surprised and pleased to learn 
that it was being done successfully. 


THE STATE DEPARTMENT released a 
statement ‘May 7 “that, insofar as the 
authorities are concerned, there was no 
authorization for any such flights as de- 
scribed by Mr.° Khrushchev.” 

This led to demands for investigation and 
the establishment of controls over the in- 
telligence activities of the nation. To quiet 
this clamor, and to indicate that intelli- 
gence operations were not being pursued 
irresponsibly, the State Department on 
May 9 further stated that the policy of 
unarmed aerial surveillance had been, ap- 
proved by the President. 


The next day, Representative Clarence 
Cannon (Dem.), Missouri, disclosed in an 
address to the House that special subcom- 
mittees of the Armed Services and Ap- 
propriations Committees had been fully 
informed of our intelligence activities. 


Cannon revealed that the appropriation 
for this activity had been recommended 
by the Bureau of the Budget with the ap- 
proval of the President. He took advantage 
of the opportunity ‘‘to compliment and 
thank Director Allen W. Dulles, and his 
remarkable corps, for the admirable way 
in which they met the situation (the need 
for intelligence against surprise attack) 
through. these later years.’’ 

One strange aspect of the revelation of 
the aerial reconnaissance activity was the 
assumption by so many in and out of Con- 
gress that such an activity could be carried 
out without the knowledge of high officials 
and the President. 


services, for the National Security Council 
and for the National Security Resources 
Board. 


Of the four major new organizations | 


established by the act, the CIA alone has 


fully accomplished the purpose for which 
it was organized. Unification of the armed 
forces still is only partly effective. The 
National Security Council has not lived up 
to the responsibilities for which it was de- 
signed. The National Security Resources 
Board was abandoned in later legislation. 


For the first time in our history, the 
United States has an outstandingly effec- 
tive intelligence organization. Qualified of- 
ficials consider it to be, despite its short 
existence, the best intelligence organiza- 
tion ever developed, superior to the Soviet 
intelligence in every respect. except es- 
pionage. 


A competent intelligence organization 
cannot be set up over night. It needs 
scholars, linguists and experts in every 
field of activity that bears on military 
matters, and there are few activities 
that are not involved with the military 
today. 


It requires a special type of personnel 
whose dedication and patriotism keep 
them working under the hard conditions 
of security supervision—men and women 
who know that their successes and feats 
will always remain anonymous. There will 
be no acclaim for them, except from their 
associates, nor will the skills they develop 
enable them to take highly paid positions 
in industry. 

The utmost in self-sacrifice is required 
from the limited number that is engaged 
on covert, or espidnage, activities. Failure 
can result in anonymous death, or execu- 
tion as a spy. Success may never make 
even a headline. 


In view of such requirements, in view of 
the training required and the skills that 
must be developed, a fully effective in- 
telligence agency cannot be developed in 
less than a generation. 


THE CIA had four directors from its 
inception as the Central Intelligence Group 
in 1946 to February 26, 1953, when Dulles 
became its head. The earlier directors 
were Rear Adm. Sidney W. Souers, United 
States Naval Reserve, Gen. Hoyt S. Van- 
denberg, Rear Adm. Roscoe H. Hillenkoet- 
ter and Gen. Walter Bedell Smith. 


Smith performed yeoman service in or- 
ganizing the agency in an effective form 
and in cleaning out unsuitable personnel. 
Intelligence activities appeal to adven- 
turers and romantics who rarely are ef- 
fective in the anonymous drudgery and 
personal restrictions of intelligence work. 

Out of every thousand applications for 
employment by the CIA, 800 are screened 
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nomination, apparently speeded up Tru- 
man’s indorsement of fellow Missourian 
Symington.

Stevenson has said he could 
not decide whether Truman’s campaigning 
for him in 1952 helped or hurt him with 
the voters. Truman undoubtedly expects to 
be in the small group of political leaders 
who will meet behind closed doors to find 
a compromise nominee, if the Los Angeles 
convention is deadlocked by Kennedy and 
Johnson. He is a delegate-at-large from 
Missouri, with half a vote. The Missouri 
delegation is pledged as a unit for Syming- 
ton. Truman thought he had a private un- 
derstanding with Gov. James T. Blair to 
withhold his indorsement of Symington and 
that his half vote would be cast by his 
friend, Thomas J. Gavin, Kansas City 
councilman, as his alternate. The state 
convention, however, refused to name 
Gavin an alternate. 


The West ‘Virginia count knocked down 
Truman’s privately expressed opinion that 
a Catholic cannot be elected President at 
this time. It also took the wind out of the 
arguments, heard more in social gather- 
ings than from political platforms, that 
many voters would consider Kennedy, who 
will be 43 years old this month, too 
young and inexperienced to protect Ameri- 
ca and free world interests in tough ne- 
gotiations with Russian Premier Nikita 


S. Khrushchev. A corollary of the social 


conversation was that the still younger, 
and strikingly attractive Mrs. Kennedy 
was not the sort of person many. women 
voters would like to see in the White 
House. 


ON THE RELIGIOUS ISSUE, West Vir- 
ginia was, for Kennedy, perhaps the most 
untypical Protestant state in the union, 
with estimates of the Catholic population 
ranging from 3 to 5 per cent, compared 


Catholic population of about 30 per cent. 
Analyses of the returns by precincts, 
counties .and congressional districts dis- 
closed that Kennedy had indeed received 
some Republican and considerable Catholic 
support. He topped Humphrey, who comes 
from a neighboring state, by more ‘than 
100,000 votes. 


IN THE WISCONSIN campaign, there 
were reports that the supporters of Sy- 
mington, Johnson and Stevenson were’ 
ganging up to vote for Humphrey in an 
attempt to block the well-oiled Kénnedy 
bandwagon. Humphrey said he welcomed 
support from any source. Reports of the 
ganging up were not proved. 

Similar reports from West Virginia ap- 
peared to have more substance. Demo- 
cratic Senator Robert C. Byrd, a former 
kleagle of the anti-Catholic Ku Klux Klan 
and a Johnson man, urged his followers in 
that state to vote for Humphrey as their 
last charice to stop Kennedy. Humphrey 
did not disavow the Byrd stratagem. 

Political correspondents covering the 
West Virginia campaign questioned Ken- 
nedy’s astuteness in bringing the religious. 
issue and the ganging up reports to the: 
forefront of his discussions with the voters. 
Private polls and newspaper samplings 
seemed to back up this doubt. Kennedy 
and his advisers were greatly worried 
about the success of this approach in such 
an overwhelming Protestant area. While 
Kennedy’s pre-primary announcement that 
he would be satisfied with 40 per cent of 
the total can be discounted as a tactic to 
have himself regarded as the underdog 
and as an excuse if he were defeated, 
nevertheless he and his Washington head- 
quarters were greatly—and pleasantly— 
surprised when his total went to about 60 
per cent. 


BY PUTTING the religious issue square- 
ly before the West Virginia voters. and: 
still winning in a big way, Kennedy dis- 
proved the prophesies. More significantly, 
he presented an unanswerable argument to 
his detractors, who have been insisting he 
could not carry the Middle Western and 
Southern “‘Bible belt’’ states in the Novem- 
ber election. Few, if any, of those states 
have as high a Protestant percentage as 
West Virginia. 


The wider meaning of his overcoming 
a widely advertised political handicap 
was quickly reflected this week in the 
public and private statements of Demo- 
cratic leaders throughout the country. 


In New York City, Charles A. Buckley, 
who succeeded Edward J. Flynn as boss 
of the Bronx, ended his neutrality by pre- 
dicting that Kennedy would get 100 of the 
114 New York state delegate votes at Los 
Angeles. Carmine De Sapio, the previously 
uncommitted Tammany boss, said Thurs-. 
day that the Senator would get a substan- 
tial number of the state’s delegates. He 


* added that by ‘“‘substantial’’ he meant a 


majority. An experienced state leader—he 
is a national committeeman—is not likely 
to oppose a majority of a state’s delegates.

Our Shared Insecurity 

Though the summit conference will open 
under most inauspicious circumstances, there 
is more reason than ever for holding it. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower was right to overlook the 
extreme nature of Premier Khrushchev’s, 
taunting abuse last week and continue with 
plans for the talks. 

We are glad also that he refused to be 
jockeyed into canceling his trip to Russia, 
even’ though Khrushchev publicly hinted he 
might not be welcome. Unless the atmosphere 
improves, ‘a postponement of the trip might 


' is good that 


chance to do so. . 

Whatever the rights and wrongs of the 
‘spy plane incident and its consequences, it 
has emphasized several facts about the world 
situation that the conferees in Paris must 
face. It has shown that in both Russia and 
West there are forces, overt or covert, which 
basically oppose an accommodation. It has 
shown also that the Governments on both 
sides fortunately tend to draw back from a 
final breach, to give negotiation and concilia- 
tion another chance. It has shown that the 
peoples on both sides overwhelmingly demand 
an accommodation if one is honorably possi- 
ble. Above all, it has shown how close we all 
stand to the brink even when we least suspect 
it, and what a slight push, a slight miscalcula- 
tion, a slight accident, could push us over.

The very fact that such an incident as this 
could happen constitutes the strongest reason 
for holding summit talks. No more. powerful 
testimony could be given of the profound in- 
security that grips both sides in an arms race 
of such frightening proportions as the one we 
are in. The spy and the spied-upon share 
that insecurity in about equal proportions. 
And each nation’s frantic effort to enhance 
its own safety at the expense of the other’s 
only deepens the common peril which em- 
braces both. ' 

So long as each nation pursues its own na- 
tional course, each building up massive “de- 
terrent” power which could not be used ex- 
cept at the risk of destroying civilization, 
there is no security for either. As the na- 
tions share the insecurity of the arms race, so 
they cannot attain security except by joint 
action. That is the paramount problem for 
the chiefs of state at Paris. How to break 
through the barriers of suspicion and distrust 
enough to organize at least a beginning of 
joint action for bringing the arms race under 
control, and ultimately ending it? 

* . 


Since the antidote for distrust is trust, there 
can be-no such beginning unless there is on 
each side enough confidence in the other’s 
good faith to make a start. We hope the sum- 
mit conferees, despite the tensions and ani- 
mosities that surround their meeting, will all 
muster that. much mutual confidence. This 
does not mean unilateral disarmament based 
on blind trust. It does mean assuming that 
each side shares the same interest in disarma- 
ment and is rational enough to pursue that 
interest. 

The place to begin, we think, is with a 
treaty to bar further testing of large nuclear 
weapons, safeguarded by international inspec- 
tion and control. New suspicions and new di- 
versions have arisen to jeopardize the prodg- 
ress painfully made toward such a treaty. If 
the summit conference could quell those sus- 
picions and agree on. the principles of a treaty, 
it would give the world a badly needed infu- 
sion of hope. 


Mr. Truman Makes His Choice 


The timing of former President Truman’s 
indorsement of Senator Symington is obvi- 
ously related to the surprising outcome of 
Tuesday’s primary in West Virginia. Had 
Senator Kennedy lost to Senator Humphrey 
in that election, Mr. Truman would have had 
more room in which to maneuver. As it 
turned out, Senator Kennedy knocked his 
rival out of the running despite the help 
given Senator Humphrey by supporters of 
Senators Symington and Johnson. 

Senator Kennedy’s triumph was a setback 
to the hope of Senator Symington that he 
might emerge as a compromise choice af the 
convention. He will neéd to redouble his ef- 
forts if he hopes to stop, or help to stop, the 
Kennedy bandwagon. Mr. Truman’s announce- 
ment comes at a time when the Symington 
campaign is at a turning point. It has the 
effect of reassuring Missouri supporters of 
Symington, some of whom must be’ having 
gloomy second thoughts about their favorite 
son. It is noble indeed for Missourians to rally 
behind one of their own, but riding a loser is 
uncomfortable and profitless ‘politically. 

The extent of Mr. Truman’s influence is 
questionable; he has failed before at kingmak- 
ing. He may have better luck this time, but 
it will net be easy. 


No 20-20 Vision 


An amazing contrast in federal regulatory 
standards is illustrated by the withdrawal of 
FCC nominee Edward K. Mills Jr. and the 
continuing House investigation of the FPC. 

The Communications Act prohibits Federal 
Communications commissioners from having 
an interest in any company in the communica- 


tions field. A trust fund established by Mr. - 


Mills’s father holds General Electric and West- 
inghouse sfock. Mr. Mills, who disposed of 
some personally-held stock upon his nomina- 
tion, has no control over the trust: Neverthe- 
less, the Justice Department informally ad- 
vised him that he had a technical conflict of 
interest, so he withdrew. 

Meanwhile House investigators are. study- 
ing the private contacts of Federal Power 
commissioners with representatives of the in- 
dustry they are supposed to regulate. A gas 
pipeline executive admitted he. sent an attor- 
ney to make sute the FPC members “under- 
stood the position of the company.” While 
FPC Chairman Jerome Kuykendall admits this 
was “not a very flattering statement,” he and 
his colleagues deny any wrong-doing, and are 
not even sure whether their ex parte contacts 
violated the FPC’s own code. 


Both the FPC and the FCC need more de- — 


termined members. The FCC lost two on con- 
flict of interest cases. The FPC, with Admin- 
istration sympathy, has evaded regulation of 
natural gas producers as ordered by the Su- 
preme Court. But nobody has found a law 
to apply to the FPC’s failure to regulate, so 
its reluctant regulators are still in business. 
A law could be applied by a long stretch of 
ethical severity to the case of Mr. Mills, so 
the FCC has been deprived of his promising 
services. .

complete regulatory failure through an open 
publie window. 


Yet to Be Answered 


Nothing exposes the absurdity of the presi- 
‘dential primaries so much as the claims put 
forward last week that because Senator Ken- 
nedy won in West Virginia therefore he will 
receive the yotes of New York and New Jer- 
sey at the Democratic convention. 

Why? What does a small mountain state 
at the head of the Ohio Valley have.in com- 
mon With two p us urban states on the 
Atlantic seaboard? Why should a victory over 
Senator Humphrey in a contest which brought 
‘out 375,000 votes be considered the equiva- 
lent of a victory over all other candidates in 
two states where the Democratic vote is more 
than 3,500,000? 

The answer is, of course, that it is not an 
equivalent except in the folklore of the pri- 
maries. Any candidate naturally makes the 
most of primaries when they work to his bene- 
fit, and Senator Kennedy is striving mightily 
to foster an illusion of a bandwagon relent- 
lessly rolling. But the truth is that winning 
two state contests falls far short of establish- 


' dng that Senator Kennedy would be either the 


best candidate td-challenge Mr. Nixon or the 
best President if the Democrats were to win 
in November. ‘ae 

We earnestly hope that West Virginia has 
laid to rest the question of Senator Kennedy’s 
religious faith as an issue. But then that 
question never should have been an issue in 
the first place. If it is now eliminated, still 
this does not mean that the real issues also 
are eliminated. 

What are the real issues? They are, quite 
simply, Senator Kennedy's qualifications for 
the Presidency. What does he stand for? 
What are the guiding principles of his think- 
ing? What executive experience and leader- 
ship qualities does he offer, in addition to his 
youthful freshness and an attractive person- 
ality, which fit him for the greatest office in 


the world? What are his views—not his snap - 


opinions, emitted between handshakes—on 
the great issues of 1960? Why should this 
young man of 42 be considered a superior 
statesman to Lyndon Johnson, Stuart Syming- 
ton; Chester Bowies, Adlai Stevenson or other 
potential candidates? | 

These are the questions that do not come 


_to the fore in the heat and jostle of a few 


state primaries. It should be Senator Ken- 
nedy’s task henceforth to answer them. For 
he has yet to establish, not only that he can 
survive the gruelling ordeal of primary elec- 
tioneering, but that he has the maturity, 
depth of conviction, capacity for leadership 
and greatness of -vision to lead the American 
people through a long world crisis. 


Reforming Illinois Courts | 

The Illinois and Chicago Bar associations 
deserve encouragement for their plans to give 
the people another opportunity to reform 
the Illinois judicial system. A 1958 constitu- 
tional proposal backed by the two associa- 
tions narrowly failed to obtain the necessary 
two-thirds majority. Opponents deliberately 
distorted the issues in the campaign, Even 
so, most of the voters showed they wanted to. 
take the judiciary out of politics. 

The plan the two bar groups now are pusb- 
ing is-essentially the same as Missouri’s Non- 
partisan Court Plan, and -a most attractive 
one it is. Illinois judges would be appointed 
by the Governor from a list of qualified can- 
didates drafted by a nonpartisan commission 
of attorneys and laymen. After serving his 
term it would be necessary for the appointee 
to be approved by the people at the polls be- 
fore he could begin a second term. 

Missouri’s Nonpartisan Plan has been a suc- 
cess in taking the judiciary out of politics; 
indeed, we wish it could be extended, espe- 
cially into St. Louis county. ‘A similar ap- 
proach surely would benefit Illinois. 


Veto for Over-riding 
President Eisenhower had his eyes on 


budget dollars rather than on human beings, | 


we fear, when he vetoed the depressed aréas 
bill. His warmth of heart and obvious good 
will may be read in his smile. So it must be 
that he did not see behind the $251,000,000 
which Congress voted for distressed areas in 
West Virginia, Kentucky and elsewhere. 
Regarded merely as a budgetary item, a fig- 
ure which added to other figures means bal- 
ance or imbalance, the appropriation was five 
times as large as his recommendation. Yet it 
was much less than many persons, including 
a good many Senators, have regarded as es- 
sential.

Morally, there is no 
higher budget priority than help for people 
in desperate need. Congress realized this; 
and although: the odds are said to be against 
it, we trust House and Senate will muster the 
votes to over-ride this ill-considered veto.

Supervisor McNary has signed into law 
Council Chairman Abramson’s Schulte road 
rezoning bill, a measure pushed through the 
Council over the objection of the County 
Planning Commission. 

This is at least the thirty-fourth time since 
taking office in January 1959 that Mr. Mc- 
Nary has approved one of these spot-zoning 
bills that the Democratic-controlled Council 
has been grinding out regularly.

Majority Rule Overbalances Minority Rights Under New “Balance of Interest’ Theory 


From an Address by 
Henry Steele Gommager 
at Washington University 


Henry Steele Commager, distin- 
guished historian and professor of 
history at Amherst College, recently 
addressed Washington University’s 
Eliot’ Honors day assembly on “Ma- 
jority Rule and Minority Rights.” 
Brief extracts from his addregs 


follow: 


The American nation was launched — 


under the auspices of two remarkable 
experiments. The first—and boldest 
—was the experiment in self-govern- 
ment on a scale heretofore unknown 
in’ history. The second—and most 
resourceful—was a system of self-im- 
posed limitations on self-government. 
Both of these experiments chal- 
lengéd history. And while in the course 
of the next century, some nations 
adopted the Ameri- 
can practices of 
The Mirror democracy, and 
others American 
of techniques of limit- 
ed government, 
none successfully 
combined the two. 
, It remained for 
Americans to creaté the paradox, and 
to resolve it. If wé have indeed re- 
solved it.

Let us look briefly at some of the 
historical limitations on majority rule:

They could not expect the kind 
of unity that comes from a common 
religion or state church, so they adopt- 
ed the principle of religious freedom.

2. A second familiar limitation on 
the operation of the majoritarian prin- 
ciple is the fact that elections are not 
on issues, submitted to the electorate, 
but come at fixed and arbitrary times, 
and on general programs and candl- 
dates.

“interests” that, are being balanced? 
Here is the way Justice Harlan puts it 
in Barenblatt v. the U.S.: ‘The critical 
element is the existence of and the 
weight to be ascribed to the interest 
of Congress in demanding disclosures 
from an unwilling witness . . . In 
the last analysis this power (to comm- 
pel disclosure) rests on the right of 
self-préservation.”” ° 


A Lopsided Balance 


Why shouldn’t Mr. Barenblatt tell 
who were members of the discussion 
clubs at the University of Michigan a 
decade ago? .

A TEST-BAR TREATY is a 
possibility. It could be signed by 
October or even September if 
the summit conference clears up 
two or three major disagree- 
ments and remaining details are 
worked out in later negotiations 
at Geneva. 

Rapid progress in the last few 
months accounts for the mount- 
ing controversy within the Ad- 
ministration and on Capitol Hill. 
The dispute is mainly behind the 
scenes, with high officials holding 
“background briefings’ with re- 
porters, and. famous scientists 
dropping in for chats with Sena- 
tors and . Representatives. It 
broke into the open this week 
with an attack on the projected 
treaty in a 15,000-word speech on 
the Senate floor by Senator 
Thomas J. Dodd (Dem.), Con- 
necticut. 

The urgent need to control 
nuclear weapons has been pro- 
claimed from the start. On Aug. 
9, 1945, three days after the 
United States had dropped the 
atomic bomb on Hiroshima, 
President Truman said: ‘The 


atomic bomb is too dangerous | 


to be loose in a lawless world.” 
His solution at that time ‘was 
secrecy. He envisaged the Unit- 
ed States and Britain as trustees 
of the secret until means of in- 
ternational control could be de- 
vised. 

But monopoly was short-lived. 
The Soviet Union fired its first 
atomic test in the summer of 
1949, and its first hydrogen bomb 
in August, 1953. 

A long series of proposals and 
counter-proposals since then has 
included important concessions 
by: both the United States. and 
the Soviet Union, with Britain 
often ‘pointing the way to com- 
promise. — 

Package Broken. 

The biggest concessions came 
in the summer of 1958. The 
Russians agreed to the principle 
of having international inspec- 
tion stations established on 
viet soil to detect shocks from 
any illegal underground tests. 
The United States broke open 
its “package” and agreéd to 
distuss a test bar apart from 
Other arms control measures. 

Test-bar negotiations began 
Oct. 31, 1958, at Geneva, and 
have continued 18 months. They 
recessed this week for the sum- 
mit conference, The test-bar 
talks, at which the United States 
is represented. by Ambassador 
James J. Wadsworth, should not:

ence, also at Geneva, which 
opened March 10, with Frederick

A rapid exchange of new con- 
cessibns this February and 
March, culminating in the Eisen- 
hower-Macmillan conference at 
Camp David, left East and West 
agreed in principle on a two- 
part plan:

Dulles found a going concern 
when he took over, but only the 
beginning of an’ effective intelli- 
gence organization.

Dulles was also in communi- 
cation with the German generals 
who were plotting against 


he- received the United States 
Medal of Merit and presidential 
citation and the Medal of Free- 
dom. 

In 1948, he was appointed 
chairman of a three-man com- 
mittee to survey the United 
States intelligence system. Soon 
after Gen. Smith became direc- 
tor of CIA in October 1950, Dul- 
les joined his staff. 

Dulles has a combination of 
international and intelligence ex- 
perience without equal in the 
United. States. He gives to his 
task as director of the CIA, on 
a salary of about 10 per cent of 
what he could earn as a lawyer, 
a devotion that knows no limits 
of time and effort. His is always 
a seven-day week of work and 
the average working day is 12 
or 14 hours. 

In spite of his 67 years, Dulles 
is physically vigorous and men- 
tally alert. His mild and hearty 
appearance belies a toughness 
and willingness to take chances. 

This is the man who has made 
our intelligence system a reality. 
It should be noted that only a 
small percentage of its person- 
nel is engaged in undercover and 
espionage work. The vast major- 
ity of intelligence is winnowed 
from public documents through 
the careful study of experts. 

Innumerable spurious articles 
have been written attributing 
successes and failures to CIA. 
The agency itself never tells 
about its operations. Someone 
guesses that it was successful in 
getting rid of Communists in 
Guatemala,’ in overthrowing

More Than a Scoundrel 


FRANK HARRIS: THE LIFE AND

FOR THOSE YEAKLINGS who 
may never have heard of him and for 
their elders who may have forgotten him, 
fame being what it is, it seems fitting to 
_ begin this review of a biography of Frank 

Harris with a few notes on his astonishing 
career. In the 1890s—a particularly rich 
and competitive period in English thought 
and literature—he became, in his thirties, 
the: editor of London’s historic Saturday 
| Review, corralling a stable of writers that 
any editor worth his salt would joyfully 
sell his soul to obtain. To name but a 
few is to sound the gong of history: 
Bernard Shaw, Oscar Wilde, Max 
Béerbohm, Cunninghame Graham, H. G. 
Wells. With them Harris created what 
another noted British periodical later 
declared “‘was beyond all challenge the 
most vital and stimulating journal in the 
English speaking world.” 

Harris in addition was a master biogra- 
pher, as attested by his life of Wilde. He 
wrote short stories of a high order, 
treatises on Shakespeare, essays and por- 
traits of his contemporaries; he was a 
celebrated conversationalist in a day 
when conversation was important and 
there were formidable rivals. He was 
also. a practiced seducer. In his later 
years he wrote “My Life and Loves,” an 
autobiography intimate and pornographic 
enough to offend even the French, who 
sent gendarmes scurrying about his place 
in. Nice, with orders to confiscate any 
“volumes found there. (None were; the 
*old~boy had too skillfully concealed the 
« cohtfaband.) 


-° Besides all this, he was a deliberate 
, and gifted liar, and when the going got 
* rough financially, and it frequently did,

HARRIS WAS BORN in Ireland in 
1856-of Welsh parents, and sent to an 
“English boys’ school when he was 12. 
Atready a nonconformist, this short, 
,swarthy boy with a plain face and a long 
‘nose was not popular with his fellows. 
+He ran away from school when he’ was 
215 and sailed to the United States. But 
>the school, unknown to him, had already 
» patterned his life; it had introduced him 
;tor\Hterature. In America’s Wild West 
“ he*worked as a cowboy, found that cattle 
«wustling was more profitable and took 
to.that. But literature tugged at him. 
«By the age of 20 he was in London, with- 
gut*funds or patrons. 

. Within eight years he had brazeried his 
‘way into the editorship of the faltering 
London Evening News. He served his 
feaders a concoction of sex and adven- 
ture, as well as important news and 
racing information ingeniously lifted from 
rival papers—and increased his paper's 
tircilation tenfold, thus making himself 
a force to be reckoned with. 

-* Now Harris wanted political and social 
acceptance. The News unwittingly aided 
+is ambitions; it fired him for printing a 
Story that brought an indictment charging 
obscene libel. Harris then maneuvered 
4 ‘prodigious and utterly unbelievable 
‘switeh. He talked his way into the 
editorship of The Fortnightly, a conserva- 
tive journal that was the antithesis of the 
Evéning News. Next, he married a cor- 
Tect, wealthy and socially prominent 
widow. A few years later he stood for 
Parliament as a Conservative.

In other words, it s¢éms quite apparent 
that the “good of the college’ was double 
talk and actually means “‘my good,” even 
though no direct, personal enhancement 
depends on the outcome of the investi- 
gation. In these particular circlés the 
loss of reputation as a man of judgment 
can be quite as damaging as the loss of 
money. It is surprising that Mr. Snow 
does not emphasize this point more 
strongly. 

“THE AFFAIR” is a good novel, 
nevertheless, and its slow pace, which 
picks up toward the end, is favorable to a 
close examination of life in a college at 
a great English universary. Mr. Snow 
also draws in his chatacters with great 
skill, differentiating their habits and re- 
producing their peculiarities of speéch 
and manner with a thoroughness that de- 
rives from long experiénce in the English 
academic world. Like his main character, 
Lewis Eliot, the author was a Fellow at 
Cambridge and subsequently became a 
nuclear scientist. Now he is a writer, but 
the world of sciénce still fascinates him.

taste. I was permitted only one whiskey 
or martini before we ate; more than one 
drink, he insisted, deadened the palate. 

I found him a gracious and absorbing 
man; and one who talked magnificently. 
In the quarter-of-a-century that had 
passed since he had sold the Saturday 
Review, life had not been kind to him. 
But I never heard him complain. He was 
still meeting the world head on, dressed 
to the hilt, full of ideas. 

It is easy to condemn Harris for his 
faults. But there is no denying the cour- 
age and intellectual honesty of a man 
who had wealth and high social position 
in his hands and a political career within 
his grasp—and tossed them away because 
he did not believe in what they stood for. 
VINCENT BROME, a British 
writer, has put together an engrossing 
book.

Intimate Look at Japan 


MEETING WITH JAPAN, by Fosco 
Maraini. Translation from the Italian 
by Eric Mosbacher. (Viking Press,

ONCE IN A WHILE a book comés 
along that evokes this response from the 
reviewer: “I wish I had written that one!” 
That is the way this reviewer reacts to 
Fosco Maraini’s ‘‘Meeting with Japan,” 
an intimate, powerfully packed, and accu- 
rate look at Japan and the Japanese. 

Signor Maraini gives us a personalized 
introduction to the Japanese people, their 
culture, and their history, but he never 
obtrudes upon the reader. The author 
has lived long years in Japan—first as a 
professor, then a wartime internee, and 
most recently as a traveler. Through 
it all, he has remained eminently sympa- 
thetic to the people of that island empire. 
Signor Maraini tackled his many years 
in Japan as a scholar, linguist, and 
photographer—in each he shows a gift 
of talent and achievement. 

‘Meeting with Japan” is a monumental 
work on Japan. Signor Maraini is im- 
mensély instructive on his subject, running 
the whole gamut of Japanese ways, from 
social habits to religion, to business 
ethics, to art. It chronicles the author’s 
return to Japan in 1955 and his rediscov- 
ery of his “adopted homeland,” with 
flashbacks to his earlier years in prewar 
and then wartime Japan. 

More than just telling of this return, 
Signor Maraini delves into the Japanese 
character, coming up with certain deter- 
mining qualities which he thinks are at 
the core of the Japanese. The first and 
probably foremost is intimacy with nature. 
Take the Japanese garden which works 
for a symmetrical harmony while retaing 


ing nature in its original element. To’ 


experience nature, to live it for what it 
is—whether a tree or a rock or bush or 
the sky—is basic. 

Second to this, says Signor Maraini, 
is an innate manual dexterity. An ability 
to create with painstaking care anything 
from a minute toy to a mammoth engine, 
from a scroll with only a line or two 
of character text to a gaudy show of 
varigated patterns on cloth—all of this is 


-

’ part of the Japanese character. Believing 


that only a master can teach a master, 
there is a consequent specialization or 
social classification in this setup. 


BUT THIS IS ONLY a brief glimpse 
in a book that represents the totality 
of Japanese life by one who knows it 
and has lived it. Signor Maraini is one 
of the great Japanophiles of our time. 
‘‘Meeting with Japan’’ is perhaps the 
best one-volume approach to Japan, for 
both text and pictures capture the spirit 
of Japan in unlabored, caréful detail. 

If there are a few factual. errors— 
misspellings, mistakes in chronology in 
history, etc.—these can be corrected in 
future editions. Those who know some- 
thing of Japan may also quibble over 
some of Signor Maraini’s observations; 
but then, “Meeting with Japan” is one 
man’s own personal meeting with Japan— 
and the infinite variety in Japan provides 
a number ~of meeting grounds for the 
visitor, and who is to say who is most 
nearly correct? 

Signor Maraini is, nevertheless, a 
master at evoking the mood of Japan, 
as when he writes: 

“However troublesome and oppressive 
the humid heat, the low, grey, drizzling 
sky of the rainy season may be, you 
discover that it has its own subtle beauty. 
The rain becomes a song. In the silence 
of the night the dripping on the roof 
sounds like armies of mysterious cats 
scurrying who knows where; and every- 


where you hear the music of flowing 


water, now loud and strong, now quiet 
and subdued, now like a love song or 
lament, now like the muttering of a 
venerable sage.”’

Sincere and Shattering 
More Children of Our Time

THIS IS the second novel by the young (26) Spanish author 
whose first work, “Child of Our Timé,’’ brought him into 
prominence as one of the most dramatic writers of our age. 
“The Disinherited” deals with the fate of three young meén 
against a background of the Spanish Civil War. There is Olny, 
the child of poverty; Santiago de Leyes, a wealthy heir and 
nobleman; and Ramirez, a typical son of the worker’s family. 

What ties all three men together is their enthusiasm for the 
Communist party for which they risk their lives, but which, 
in reality, they do not understand. Olny seeks his salvation 
in the Party after listening to the Marquis de Leyes. The 
consequence of his activities in Madrid, where he plasters 
posters all over the place, is his capture and cruel mutilation by 
a band of Fascists. Santiago de Leyes, in the meanwhile, 
losés his faith in Communism and begins his own brand of 
Christianity, but directed against the clergy. 

What makes this a book of traumatic experience for the 


reader are the grim and térrifying descriptions of tortured | 


hostages, air raids ovér defenseless villages, mass executions, 
and shattered hopes. The personal life of Olny in itself is a 
grim, yet moving, experience. The story is an epic of the 
political allegiance of three mén who, in spite of their common 
bond, betray each other in violence and hatred. 

Yet, in spite of all the cruelty and terrifying incidents, there 
is a streak of nobility and bravery throughout the work. The 
three central characters are men of our time and can be 
considered prototypes of all the Europeans who grew up in 
concentration camps or in revolutions. Hunger, physical pain, 
mental anguish, an occasional streak of heroism and nobility, 
but more often treachery for survival and alcohol for escape, 
are the legacy from a time of violence as so remarkably 
described by Miche! del Castillo. 

Translated from the French by Humphrey Hare, this is indeed 
a most sincere and shattering book.

The White Rajahs’ Ceded Throne

ON JULY 1, 1946, a little noticed event occurred in the 
boiling pot of Asia. In one of the “enchanted islands” of the 
East Indies, a white man of 72, sadly but of his own free will, 
gave up a throne which had been his family’s for three genera- 
tions and returned to live out the remainder of his days in his 
native England. He was Sir Vyner Brooke, third white Rajah 
of the state of Sarawak, on the northwest coast of Borneo. The 
decree which he issued that day ceded the land, over which 
his father Charles and his great uncle James had ruled for 105 
years, to the crown of England. 


The act of renunciation was in keeping with the high sense of 


_ responsibility and dedication to duty which had governed the 


Brooke family from the beginning of this romantic, honorable 
and colorful episode in the checkered history of the white man’s 
domination of the East. For the motivation of the White Rajahs’ 
rule had ever been its most: admirable feature. From the day in 
1841 when James at the age of 38 became Rajah, as a reward 
from the Sultan of Borneo for his aid in bringing a civil war 
to an end, he had set as his aim “‘to protect the natives of Sara- 
wak, the real but backward owners of this land, from exploita- 
tion and oppression, until such time as they could govern them- 
selves.” 


BUT THE RAJAH KNEW and publicly admitted that the 
rule of his family had not been an unmixed blessing, despite its 
uplifting aim. Limit8 on the benevolence of the paternal rule 
had been imposed both by defects in policy and by financial 
stringency. The rule of the White Rajahs had fulfilled a need, 
he decided, but could no longer meet requirements of the modern 
age. Particularly it could not meet the need produced by the 
calamity of the Japanese occupation, which had left the country 
devastated. 

And so ended one of the most enchanting anachronisms of 


modern times, For nobody had ever been able quite to figure | 


out what kind of state Sarawak was, as it still paid tribute to 
the Sultan, even though it had eaten up most of his territory.

One Boon at Least 
~ Facts About Nuclear Bombs

ALONG WITH MANY HORRORS, the nuclear aze 

has brought at least one great boon to humanity. The boon is 

that it has taken from warfare—for century on century the 
noblest outdoor sport and pastime of civilized man—éeveéry 
vestige of romance that remained. .Not even the elimination 
of the cavalry charge did more to rob war of its popularity than 
the prospect of the nuclear holocaust. What is the attraction

The point that warfare involving nuclear weapons is unthink- 
able, for people who have the intelligence and the knowledge 
to court the cost, comes through forcefully in this excellént 
study edited by John M. Fowler, assistant professor of physics 
at Washington University. The book is not simply about the 
fallout hazard from nuclear testing. It deals with all the evils 
to be expected of nuclear conflict, with the detection of bomb 
tests, with civil defense and what is euphémistically called 
“national survival’ in the évent of nuclear attack. 

“It is clear to everyone that the hydrogen bomb is not just 

an improvéd bow and arrow, not just a more powerful and 
compact weapon, to be reduced to a training manual and a 
procedure for assembly and disassembly,”’ writes Mr. . Fowler 
in a final chapter. 
NEVERTHELESS, AS HE POINTS OUT, there is 
much learned talk of limited wars fought with ‘‘tactical’’ nuclear 
devices. One hears of ‘“‘clean’’ bombs, to be used not in the 
crowded cities but in chivalrous slugging matches fought in 
remote areas, or at sea. 

To Mr. Fowler and a good many others, the notion that war 
can be limited is dangerous. Once the chips are down, and 
men are acting in haste and fear and despération—or, indeed, 
in a frenzy of patriotic zeal for a cause that seems to be losing— 
there is the chance that men will use those weapons that seem 
most advantageous. It cannot be assumed, Mr. Fowler says, 
that weapons will always be in the hands of rational men. 

In addition to Mr. Fowler, authors of the book include the 
following: Lester Machta and Robert J. List, United States 
Weather Bureau; W. O. Caster, assistant professor of physiological 
chemistry, University of Minnesota Medical School; Walter R. 
Guild, assistant professor of biophysics, Yale University; James

THOSE SCIENTISTS WHO HAVE TRIED to bring 
about a cessation of bomb testing have been called’ visionary, 
but their efforts have been extraordinarily successful. One 
reason, surély, is that those who are familiar with what the 
hydrogen bomb can do aré unable to escape the conclusion 
that war has taken on a new kind of hellishness. 

In his foreword, Adlai Stevenson points out that the suspension 
of testing of superbombs, which he urged in 1956 as the 
Democratic nominee for the Presidency, became a historic 
fact in 1958. He finds the outlook hopeful for permanent 
suspension. 

“This is not to say that the ultimate threat of nuclear war 
has been in any way diminished,”’ Stevenson says. ‘But at least 
we aré beginning to conceivé some practical steps that point 
in a moré hopeful diréction.”’

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Visit With Richard Diebenkorn — 


Californian Combines Figurative and Abstract Painting 


By GEORGE McCUE 


“THE HARDEST QUESTION I 
have to try to answer is why | changed 
from abstract to representational paint- 
ing,” said Richard Diebenkorn. 

It is an interesting circumstance that 
the position of Diebenkorn, a young Cali- 
fornian of steadily growing eminence, 
should be an exceptional, and in some 
quarters, a controversial.oné. Diebenkorn 
established his early reputation with large 
canvases, abstractly suggestive of broad 
vistas of the sea or of open plains, but 
without figures or pictorial images. In the 
last five years, he has introduced one or 
two figures into each painting. 

This might seem to the layman to be a 
matter of no great consequence. 

In the front lines of contemporary paint- 
ing, however, the reality of nature is 
usually opposed against the reality of the 
invented world of the artist's vision. A 
great many painters feel that the choice 
of oné or the other is a crucial decision, 
not to be revoked without compromising 
deeply felt convictions. These usually 
focus on the question: What after all, is 
reality resemblances in a painting . to 
surface appearances of natural forms, or 
an inner truth that'‘he artist must dis- 
cover and reveal? 

There is flexibility within either point 
of view, but eventually the painter feels 
that he has to commit himself to one 
réality or the other. The dilemma reaches 
a particularly painful urgency when it 
involves the human image. The figure 
has a disconcerting way of asserting its 


own kind of realism after it has been 
brought to a certain point, and of making 
demands on other parts of the painting 
that may cause the artist to feel that his 
authority over his own work is béing 
divided. 


SO DIEBENKORN’S WORK, 
formerly abstract expressionist land- 
scapes and now with the figure in a domi- 
nant role, represents more than just a 
modification of style. His high stature as 
a vanguard artist makes the change, and 
the reasons for it, noteworthy. 
Diebenkorn is 38 years old, and has 
spent most of his life on the west coast. 
He was one of séveral young San Fran- 
cisco painters who proclaimed, just after 


the war ended, the personal feeling of the 


artist as his motivating force. This was 
in accord with the views of avant garde 
New York artists of the same period, who 
were pioneering the ideas of action paint- 
ing, and a cross-country liaison was es- 
tablished. 

After a semester at the California 
School of Fine Arts, Diebenkorn was 
granted a one-year fellowship in painting, 
which he used in study at Woodstock, 
N.Y. He then taught at the Fine Arts 
school for three years, a period in which 
he worked with Clyfford Still and Mark 
Rothko. He went to the University of New 
Mexico for his master’s degree, taught at 
the University of Illinois in 1952 and 1953, 
spent a summer in New York, then went 
back to the Bay area to teach at the 
California College of Arts and Crafts. 

The broad horizontals of open Western

landscape pervaded most of the paintings 
that brought his early recognition. These 
often were abstractions of earth struc- 
ture, done in rather rough brushwork 
with colors that departed arbitrarily from 
those that occur in nature. The first im- 
pression of much of his work was that of 
the spontaneous, swift applications of the 
action painters, but closer study revealed 
much working over and revision. 


IN THE LIVING, ROOM of his 


‘eottage in Berkeley, across the bay from 


San Francisco, and in the backyard studio 
that he built himself three years ago, 
Diebenkorn recalled the stages in his 
transition from abstract to representation- 
al painting. 

“There was never any decision as to 
abstraction in the paintings right after 
the war, just decisions as to paintings,’ 
he said. “In the late 1940’s and early ‘50s, 
my work was heading all the time for 
greater specificness. It gradually started 
looking more and more like landscape, 
and it got to the point where I couldn't 
be abstract without breaking down the 
spatial idea. I butted my head against 
the wall for some time, then accepted 
representational é¢lements, dealing with 
them frankly, without ambiguity. 


“The human image was a much greater 
thing to tackle. Anything but the human 
image is so malleable—the painter can 
deal with it pretty much on his own 
terms. But the character of the figure be- 
comes something as the painting develops. 

*You can’t think of it as just an element 
in the painting. Just getting involved with 
it and making it right gets complicated. 
I try to avoid this as much as possible, 
because I prefer to be involved primarily 
with painting. Yet it’s a curious thing that 
the figure can make a painting tick bet- 
ter, although it can bring in so much that 
isn’t strictly painting.” . 

The Diebenkorn works of the last five 
years often repeat his earlier vigorous 
upper passages of blue against a horizon 
line, which may be an expanse of desert 
or the edge of a table. Tne application of 
color still has the action-painting effect of 
immediacy, and this is made to work 
with juxtapositions of dissonant hues that 
are sensuously Fauvist in spirit, and with 
flowing contour lines that reminded one 
critic of Matisse. The figure is invariably 
large in scale, the space around it rather 
vast and empty. Faces are not developed 
in detail, but the man or woman in a 
Diebenkorn painting has both an _ indi- 
viduality and a universality. 


AS THE PAINTING is developed, 
the figure tends to create its surround- 
ings, and the surroundings may dictate re- 
visions of the figure. The figure is done 
from memory, or is invented, but Dieben- 


' korn spends three hours a week with 


Elmer Bischoff, another former action 
painter who has turned to a figurative 
style, drawing from a model. 

“This thing of getting it right,’’ he said, 
“seems at such odds with any conception 
that I might have at the beginning—that 
I’m going to do a figure that means such 
and such. This might be a start, but it 
might be all wrong. The problem is to 
find what I really mean, what I really 
wanted to do in the first place.” 

Diebenkorn now is again on the teach- 
ing staff of the California School of Fine 
Arts, has a New York show tentatively 
scheduled for next winter. 


Chopin’s Fresh, Original Genius 


Things to Remember in Sesquicentennial Celebration of His Birth 


By PAUL HENRY LANG 


IN THE TRAVEL BUREAUS 
one can see colorful posters inviting tour- 
ists to attend the commemorative concerts 
to be held in Poland for the sesquicen- 
tennial of Chopin’s birth. Though Chopin's 
art is unthinkable without the Slavic dance 
rhythms, the characteristic Polish tune, 
without the typical East European tend- 
ency to repetition and improvisation, it is 
difficult to imagine him in the Poland of 
today. What is worse, it is equally diffi- 
cult to imagine him in the Paris of his 
own day. 

The young musician left tis homeland 
in 1829 at the age of 19 for Paris. The 
world’s capital, with its painters and 
poets, revolutionaries and grande dames, 
its salons and patrons, was waiting for 
him. Paganini was there, and Liszt, 
Berlioz and Heine, Bellini and Delacroix, 
and especially the eccentric authoress, 
George Sand, whose possessive love car- 
ried the frail and fragile young man to 
the threshold of death. And waiting for 
him was consumption which even the 
balmy climate of Majorca could not cure. 


Thirty-nine years were enough for this 
life to reach its consummation, te rise 
to its apogee in the blooming of a musical 
flora never before seen. The etudes, 
nocturnes, and preludes, the Polish 
dances and the waltzes appeared sud- 
denly, in full midsummer flower, un- 
nurtured and yet mature, to overwhelm 
the French capital. The Parisian salons 
gave him only the vases to hold all these 
flowers. 

There is in Liszt’s book on Chopin an 
engaging description of one of the many 
gatherings of Chopin’s admirers in a salon 
at the Chaussee d’Antin. The room is lit 
by a few candles next to the Pleyel piano 
whose silvery but subdued tone Chopin 
loved so much. The dark corners recede 
into infinity as the light flickers, momen- 
tarily illuminating fine features of 
the Countess d’Agoult sitting next to Liszt. 
THERE IS HEINE, the saddest of 
all humorists, a fellow exile who listens 
to the fairy tales from exotic lands told 
on the piano. Next to him is Meyerbeer, 
with Nourritt, the great singer, and Dela- 
croix, the Rubens of Romanticism, and 
slumped in a large armchair, George 
Sand. 

Chopin was undoubtedly thankful for 

the homage and support of this illustrious 


that the Polish-French composer owed 
them, anything. It was the other way, 
for the public of the romantic century 
drew its inspiration not only from music 
but also from the musician. They hung 
on him and followed him like the train of 
a dress. The romantic composer, if he 
could stand the wear and tear, if he 
persevered and “arrived,” was rewarded 
with adulation fit for an emperor. 


Chopin, like every creative artist, 
evaded and rose above his audience, but 
like every great performer, he at the 
same time loved it, virtually flirting with 
it. Indeed, there was a feminine trait in 
this man as there is in all instinctive

composers, for he wanted to please and 
he was the source of new life. - , 

“T pleased them,’’ he wrote in many a 
letter with unconcealed vanity, yet with 
childlike pleasure. A trait of equal promi- 
nence in his character is a mysterious 
independence, a liberty that escaped 
every net and snare, every com ; 
He was both sexless, like a cherub, and 
passionate, something that can be said of 
his whole art. 

Within the slender, noble, and brilliant 

unbridled and 


at home in the country, fond of compli- 
cated things and forms, semi-darkness, 
and half-uttered words; it is no accident 
that he preferred to compose at dusk. 
But at the same time he longed for 
ultimate purity, worshiping Mozart, Bellini 
and the the warm, sweet, sensuous and 
plastic Italian melody. 


IT WAS NOT ONLY Liszt who mis- 
judged the influence that formed Chopin’s 
style, all the semi-professional writers on 
music whose favorite topic he is have failed 
to understand the tremendous attraction 
Italian opera exerted on Chopin. Yet all 
they had to do was to take a look at the 
Paris of the ’30s and '40s. The leaders of 
the Italian school of singing were gathered 
there—Malibran, Rubini, Pasta, Catalani, 
Lablache, and all the others—while Ros- 
sini served as the Lord High Steward of 
musical life. 


Another thing they do not know is that 
ever since the Renaissance, Italian music 
was admired by the Poles, who had great 
composers in the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries, though this seems to be a 
secret in the West. Like his ancestors, 
Chopin drank in the Italian cantilena like 
a life-giving fluid. Throughout his life he 
endeavored to approach the Italian ideal 
of beauty; how interesting to see this 
worship of Mediterranean beauty pro- 
ducing ‘such new, un-Mediterranean beau- 
ties. 

THIS MUSIC was fresh and highly 
original. It is idle, as has been done, to 
reproach Chopin with a limited imagina- 
tion because he composed mainly for the 


piano. A hundred years before him Scar- 


latti revolutionized the declining Baroque 
with keyboard music, as Chopin did the 
rising romantic movement. This undulat- 
inig, colorful, and glittering musical fabric, 
the fantastic shades and flashes of chro- 
maticism, the delightfully floating tonali- 
ties, and in general, the color patches 
that have so many different meanings 
opéned the revolution that was to reach 
its crisis in “Tristan.” — 

Such an. intensely personal talent as 
Chopin’s, so different from any other, 
which can speak and think only in the 
first person could find a congenial home 
in the piano, because by this time the 


instrument had lost all objectivity, Poem

THE FIRST TIME I ever heard the voice of a nightingale 
was in a hote! situated on the rim of a barranca in the famous 
Spanish town of Granada.

The recordings 
were made in the field by the Laboratory of Ornithology of 
Cornell University under the direction of Peter Paul Kellogg 


and Arthur Allen.

A 
rich, beautiful tone is still his 
major asset but a throbbing, 
overworked vibrato makes his 
treatment of the Brahms So- 
nata rather mawkish. He is a 
gifted artist with “all the 
tools of his trade’ as they 
say, but he needs the restraint 
of good taste if this recording 
is typical. (RCA-Victor, Mon- 
aural, one record.) 


DVORAK’S SYM- 
PHONY NO. TWO is al- 
most wholly free from refer- 
ences to the composer's home- 
land or any influence of folk 
music. This symphony was ac- 
tually Dvorak’s*seventh work 
in the larger symphonic form 
and though it is well put to- 
gether the exploitation of sev- 
eral good tunes does not show 
the high order of invention that 
one finds in the D Major Sym- 
phony, listed as No. 1, the 
“‘New World Symphony,” the 
Cello,.Concerto or the Slavonic 
Dances. The performance by 
the Concertgebouw Orchestra 
under the young conductor 
Bernard Haitink, is a good 
journevman’s job. (Epic, 
Stereophonic, one record.) 


THE PAGANINI QUAR- 
TET produces a gracious, well 
blended sound ordered by 
mature insight in recordings 
of Mozart’s C Major Quartet 
(K.465) with the dissonant in- 
troduction and Haydn’s Quar- 
tet in C Major, Opus 76 No. 3. 
The Haydn work is notable for 
its use of the former Austrian 
national anthem in the second 
movement. The Paganini en- 
semble manages to exploit the 
deep feeling in the Mozart 
work without falling into the 
devices —affetuoso treaiment 
of emotional passages, a plen- 
tiful use of rubato and changes 
of pace—of nineteenth cen- 
tury romanticism. (Kapp, 
Monaural, one record.) 


THE PLENTIFUL 
mine of folk music has 
been overworked of late so 
it is time for us to remember 
that the songs and dances of 
the people are always im- 
proved by the processing of 
an artist. Nevertheléss we 
must take notice when we 
hear a singer with a good 
voice and a sensitive imagina- 
tion give folk music an illu- 
minating treatment. Such is 


Beethoven concerto. 


the case with Netana Davrath, 
a Russian-born artist now liv- 
ing in Israel, who has recorded 
12 Russian folk songs. Old 
favorites such as ‘‘The Birch 
Tree,” “On the Sunny Mead- 
ow” and “Oh Thou Silent 
Night”’ are included. Miss Dav- 
rath has a clear bright voice 
which she uses with discretion. 
She is accompanied by an or- 
chestra directed by Robert De- 
Cormier. (Vanguard, Stereo- 
phonic, one record.) 


HANDEL’S Twelve Organ 
Concertos as played by Karl 
Richter and a chamber or- 
chestra are now available in 
stereophonic recordings with 
an improvement in depth that 
might be expected. Handel 
was the first composer to use 
this instrumental combination 
and the resulting works are 
still regarded as the best of 
their kind and wholly repre- 
sentative of the composer’s 
free-flowing, healthy genius. 
The recordings were made on 
the organ of St. Mark’s Church 
in Munich with Richter direct- 
ing the orchestra as well as 
playing the organ. 

The original scores were in- 
complete in places but have 
been filled out by sound musi- 
cal editing. The organ stops 
and mixtures were fairly sim- 
ple in Handel's scorés and had 
no pedal parts. The balance 
between organ and orchestra 
is excellent in all 12 works. 
(London, Stereophonic, three 
rect ds.) 


RUDOLF SERKIN, a 
pianist who needs no more 
honors, gives stunning per- 
formances of the Mendels- 
sohn Piano Concertos in G 
Minor and D Minor. The two 
works are similar in content 
and have considerable charm. 
Serkin and the Philadelphia 
Orchestra under Eugene Or- 
mandy give them the scintil- 
lance of a skyrocket by speed- 
ing the tempos slightly, articu- 
lating every note with ringing 
clarity, and turning the phrases 
with extraordinary dash. In 
the stereophonic recording, 
however, the texture is thicker 
and the accents heavier than 
the lightness of the music 
would suggest; The problem 
presented here is how to keep 
the tone light without making 
the source of the music seem 
too remote. It cannot be 
solved merely by turning a 
knob and reducing the volume 
because the “‘presence”’ of the 
sound is unfavorably affected. 
Even so it is better to play this 
record with less volume than 
would be used, say, for .a 
(Colum- 
bia, Stereophonic,-one record.)

Presents “Traviata” Tuesday 


WHILE THE METROPOLITAN OPERA will offer 
one of the best-known works of its repertory in the performance 
of “‘La Traviata’’ Tuesday evening, the production will be new 
to the company’s St. Louis audience. The opera was a 
by Tyrone Guthrie and Oliver Smith in 1957, and both. the 
principal soprano, Anna Moffo, and the conductor, Nino Verchi, 
are newcomers to the Met this season. The performance.also 
will mark the first appearance of the company, out of 20 yisits 
to this city, in the Opera House. The change from Convention 
Hall was made because of the preferable visual setting and 
acoustical properties of the smaller auditorium. 

The performance will begin at 8 o’clock. Seats on the main 
floor are still available. 

Other principal members of the cast will be Richard Tuck@r, 

tenor, as Alfredo, and Robert Merrill, baritone, as Giorgio 
Gérmont. A 9%-piece orchestra will be used. Along with A: 
chorus and ballet company, the full complement for the pro- 
duction here will number about 300 persons. The company 
will arrive in two special trains Tuesday afternoon after an 
engagement the preceding night in Oklahoma City. The Met 
last appeared here in 1958. 
THE DESIGNERS of the new production retained’ the 
mid-nineteenth century setting of the opera, but attempted to 
give it a less literal, more atmospheric representation. Thug 
Violetta’s chamber in the last act, where she is dying, is 
depicted only by filmy blue hangings and the few pieces of 
furniture that remain to her. Chartreuse lighting is used in 
the first act to suggest the richness and gaiety of the party 
in progress. In the second party scene, an elaborate staircase 
not only adds to the sumptuousness of the ballroom but @isbd 
facilitates a spectacular entrance for the Spanish dancers who 
come to entertain the guests. 

Miss Moffo, who is 24 years..old, has made a number, of 
important operatic appearances in Europe, including one with 
the Vienna Opera under Herbert Von Karajan. She made 
her American debut with the Chicago Lyric Opera in 1857. 
Verchi, 39 years old, began his musical career in his native 
ltaly. An early position was that of assistant conductor at 
La Scala. Tucker and Merrill have long been in the front 
rank of American opera singers. They both made their 93 
appearance with the Met in 1945.

PENN, RAILROAD PLANS SALE 
OF 25 MILLION BOND ISSUE 


NEW YORK, May 14 (AP)— 
The Pennsylvania Railroad plans 
to sell $25,000,000 of 25-year col- 
lateral trust bonds early in June, 
David C, Bevan, the road’s fi- 
nancial vice president, told the 
New York security analysts.

This followed 1959 sales to 
the Pennsylvania Co. of 214,954 
N. & W. shares.

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CLOSER FEDERAL 


CHECK ON FOOD 
ADDITIVES URGED 


WASHINGTON, May 14 (UPI) 
—A presidential panel today 
recommended expanded federal 
research to protect the public 
against the use of food additives 
that may produce cancer. 

A report made public at the 
White House said that there must 
Ibe “‘vigilant and careful scru- 
tiny” of new chamical com- 


pounds used in agriculture and 
food production. 

That is necessary “in order to 
safeguard the consumer from 
those that may present carcino- 
genic (cancer producing) and 
other toxic hazards,” the report 
said. 

The report was prepared at 
the request of President Eisen- 
hower by a special panel of ex- 
perts and scientific consultants 
from the Health, Education and 
Welfare, and Agriculture Depart- 
ments and from outside Govern- 
ment circles. 

Findings Approved. 

The White House announced 
that the two government depart- 
ments and Mr. Eisenhower's 
special assistant for science and 
technology, Dr. George B. Kis- 
tiakowsky, had approved the 
findings of the group which was 
headed by Dr. Detlev W. Bronk, 
National Academy of Sciences 
president. 


The report noted difficulties 
in administering the 1958 food 
additives amendment to the 
Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act, 
because of need for more scien- 
tific study of carcinogens. 


“So many variables enter into 
a judgment as to whether a par- 
ticular substance is or is not 
carcinogenic,” the report said, 
that administering the new law 
leaves much to the discretion of 
the executive branch. 

“The rapidly increasing num- 
ber of new chemicals potentially 
useful in agriculture and food 
production demand vigilant and 
careful scrutiny of the com- 
pounds offered,”’ the report said, 
“in order to safeguard the con- 
sumer from those that may pre- 
sent carcinogenic and other 
toxic hazards.” 


‘Rule of Reason’ Used. 


The report said enforcing 
agents have to use the “rule of 
reason based on scientific judg- 
ment” to carry out the intent 
of Congress ‘“‘to protect the pub- 
lic from the possibility of in- 
creasing cancer risks through 
the diet.” 

“Limited scientific data make 
it difficult today to determine 
whether there are permissible 
levels for certain food additives 
that may possibly be carcino- 
genic,”” the report said. 


Consequently, the Government 
must have the most expert scien- 
tific advice available in deciding 
whether a food additive is safe. 

Advisory Body Urged. 

The report proposed that the 
secretary of health, education 
and welfare set up a_ special 
advisory board to help him in 
evaluating the scientific data on 
which he bases decision to allow 
or forbid ‘‘the use of certain 
possible carcinogenic com- 


pounds.” 

The board should have scien- 
tists from the National Cancer 
Institute, Food and Drug Admin- 
istration, Department of Agri- 
culture and outside scientific 
circles. 

The report called for greater 
emphasis in the Government on 
studies of representative cancer 
producing agents | “in a variety 
of animal species” to learn what 
allowable doses may be.

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POLITICAL CLASH 
LIKELY ON U.S. 
ROLE IN FARMING 


oo OVID A, MARTIN 
WASHINGTON, May 14 (AP)— 
The role of the Government in 
the determination of the farm 
production pattern and of farm 
product prices appears most 
“vely to be the center of the 
farm issue in this year's elec- 
tions. 

A Democratic advisory com- 
mittee on farm policy will urge 
the party's convention in Los An- 
geles in July to adopt a farm 
plank promising to put the Gov- 
ernment back into the position 
of guiding farm production. 
That is where it was under Pres- 
idents Franklin D, Roosevelt and 
Harry §. Truman. 

This, of course, is just oppo- 
site the role which the Eisen- 
hower Administration has sought 
with a degree of success. is 
Administration says Government 
should get out of the business of 
controlling farm production and 
of fixing prices. Government ef- 
forts in behalf of farmers, it 


_ argues, should be confined large- 


ly to research, market develop- 
ment and instruction. 


Democratic Pian, 


The Democratic advisory 
group, which met here earlier 
this week, would regtore the con- 
troversial 90 per cent parity 
price for supports for basis crops 
in effect from the early days of 
World War II into the early 
years of the present Administra- 
tion. It also would re-establish 
rigid production and marketing 
ge of the same era to halt 

e production of surpluses. 


Most of the supports now are 
at 75 per cent of parity or less 
and Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra Taft Benson wants to lower 
some of them even more. 


Parity is a standard for meas- 
uring farm prices declared by 
law to be fair to farmers in re- 
lation to their costs. 


Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, as the likely Republican 
presidential nominee, has indi- 
cated he is not in full agree- 
ment with present policies as 
evolved by Mr. Eisenhower and 
Benson. 


Nixon could take a position be- 
tween the Democrats with their 
high supports and controls and 
the Eisenhower Administration 
with its opposition to high sup- 
ports and controls. 

Some Opposition. 

The Democrats favoring a re- 
turn to the old farm programs 
may have some difficulty, how- 
ever, in convincing all party 
leaders that would be a politi- 
cally wise course. 

Gov. Herschel C. Loveless of 
Iowa, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic farm advisory committee, 
conceded to reporters that some 
Democrats in Congress oppose 
controls and higher supports. 
But he said they have been away 
from home too long to know how 
farmers feel about the matter. 
Farmers may have favored re- 
treat from controls a few years 
ago, he said, but the rising pile 
of farm surpluses and public 
criticism have changed this, 


The Democratic advisory com- 
mittee would propose yse of con- 
trols and higher supports for a 
temporary period only. It takes 
the view that in 10 years or so, 
the population and demand for 
farm prodycts will have grown 
to the point where there will be 
need for all that farmers can 
produce. Then it would be pos- 
gible to take off the controls and 
price fixing. 

But until there is a better bal- 
ance between production ahd de- 
mand, there is no way out ex- 
cept to control production or 
permit the continued accumula. 
tion of costly surpluses, the com- 
mittee holds, 

View of Benson. 


Secretary Benson holds the 
view that the 90 per cent sup- 
ports are the cause of surpluses. 
He says those supports held 
prices at such good levels that 
farmers overexpanded their pro- 
ductive capacity. Lower supports 
in the late 40s and early 1950s, 
he says, would have prevented 
overexpansion and overproduc- 
tion. 

Benson contends controls will 
not prevent overproduction. He 
says farmers would never ac- 
cept, officials would never ad- 
minister and Congress would 
never enact stiff enough controls 
to do the job. 

Benson would meet the prob- 
lem of overproduction by lower- 
ing prices to a point where the 
excess productive capacity would 
be withdrawn beacuse it did not 
pay. In other words, the less 
efficient land, the less efficient 
operators and facilities would be 
withdrawn, His critics argue this 
is a cruel and heartless way of 
meeting the problem. 

Democrats favoring controls 
and higher supports would appor- 
tion the right to produce among 
all farmers—the efficient and 
less efficient—and would com- 
pensate them for holding down 
production by raising their 
prices.

Life Beat of a Busy Hospital 


‘Activity Resembles That of a Big Hotel but With Overtones of Drama and High Seriousness’

IF ONE WANTED to impress 
a visitor from ‘another planet 
with the intricacy and organiza- 
tion of life on the planet Earth, 
an ideal showplace would be a 
modern hospital. 


A well-run factory or a rocket 
count-down at Cape Canaveral 
would be good, too; but there is 
something awe-inspiring about 
an institution where so much tal- 
ent and machinery affecting life 
and death are concentrated. 


‘This being National , Hospital 
Week, I spent a day at Jewish 
Hospital to take a look behind 
the scenes. The day was pleasant 
and sunny, and in Forest Park 
opposite 216 South Kingshigh- 
way the grass and trees were a 
vivid green. 


To motorists sweeping past in 
the traffic, the great medical 
complex east of the park— 
Barnes and Jewish hospitals 
and the others—was so much 
architecture. Behind the mason- 
ry facade a great deal of pur- 
poseful and skilled activity went 
on. 


Practically all of it excepting 
the long-range research’ was, in 
the case of Jewish Hospital, for 
the benefit of the 455 patients 
who made up the hospital’s pa- 
tient census for the day. I ar- 
rived precisely at 6 a.m. and en- 
tered by the Forest Park boule- 
vard door. . 


It turned out to be a fasci- 
nating visit, not just the tour of 
the operating rooms on the sec- 
ond floor and the maternity 
rooms on the fourth but the rest 
of it as well, the switchboard, 
the kitchens, the supply center, 
and the cleaning and mainte- 
nance departments in the base- 
ment. 


The activity resembled that of 
a big hotel, but with overtones 
of drama and high seriousness, 
and there was the difference 
that the guests, most of them at 
least, would in the nature of 
things have preferred to be else- 
where. 


Here are some of the raw sta- 
tistics of the day: 


Five babies were born. 

Thirty-two surgical opera- 
tions were scheduled. 

Forty-eight patients were ad- 
mitted to the hospital, and 
about the same number dis- 
charged. 

About 2000 meals were pre- 
pared and served to patients 
and employes. 

One patient died. 


By the time I arrived, the 
tempo of the hospital was 
stepping up after the post-mid- 
night hours when most patients 
were asleep. The night admit- 
ting officer had made his count 
of patients. An assistant cook 
had arrived early to put on 
coffee. At about 6 the big front 
doors on Kingshighway were un- 
locked. 


Already mimeographed and 
posted was the operation sched- 
ule, giving the time, the names 
of the surgeons and their as- 
sistants, the kind of surgical pro- 
cedure, and type of anesthesia 
and—last but not least, so to 
speak—the names-of the pa- 
tients. 

The first surgical procedures 
were set for 7:45 a.m., and the 
schedule extended into the after- 
noon. Some of the operations are 
scheduled weeks in advance, at 
the request of the surgeons. 
Others are done, of course, on 
an emergency basis. 

Every morning a registered 
nurse stops by the cubicle of the 
night switchboard operator, Miss 
Peggy Murray, and gets the 
keys to the operating suite. On 
this particular morning the nurse 


‘got the keys about 6:10. 


Miss Murray, who has been 
with Jewish Hospital for 32 
years, had been in on the han- 
dling of four emergencies dur- 
ing the night, including two cut 
hands and a heart patient 
brought to the hospital by his 
wife. 

In addition, she had responded 
to some 50 telephone calls con- 
cerning the condition of patients. 
People want assurance that the 
patients are sleeping, which she 
gives if she can. At her elbow 
is a file of pertinent information. 

Miss Murray, a charming 
woman of Irish extraction, pre- 
fers the 11 p.m. to 7 a.m. tour 
of duty at the switchboard. She 
comes py her interest in hos- 
pitals naturally. Her father was 
a doctor, her mother a hospital 
administrator. 

One of Miss Murray’s accom- 
plishments is that, in addition to 
recognizing the voices of the 
450-member hospital staff and 
the 50 interns and residents, she 
can usually tell who is passing 
in the hall by the sound of the 
footsteps. 

“If you telephone the hospital 

tell me you are a doctor, 
and you are not, I know it,”’ she 


from the generality of men. 
Another early bird on the 


scene was Boris Axelrod, food 
service director. The title has a 
hard institutional ring to it but 
Axelrod is not an organization 
man. He takes pride in a gour- 
met approach to cooking. He 
was in charge of food at a coun- 
try club and a French restau- 
rant in New York before getting 
into hospital work 10 years ago. 


When Jewish Hospital hired 
him early in 1957, he was in 
charge of food at a hospital at 
Newport, R.I. ‘“‘When I first got 
into this field,” Axlerod said, 
“I found the average patient 
felt the food was bad. No mat- 
ter what kind of gravy the hos- 
pital served, it was always the 
same. It was gray.” 


He sighed. 


“I didn’t agree with that,’”’ he 
said. “In my opinion the food 
we serve is as important as the 
medication. When wine is called 
for, we cook with wine. We use 
spices as indicated. There are 
200 to 500 pounds of lobster in 
the freezer at all times.” 


The hospital kitchen person- 
nel serve 68,000 to 72,000 meals 
a month. Axelrod looks after 
the catering for an endless suc- 
cession of meetings, parties 
and benefits at the hospital. 


The kitchen has three divisions 
—regular diet, special diet and 
kosher. The kosher kitchens are 
physically separate, serving 
about 100 persons at a given 
time, on the average. Patients 
may order what they want, with- 
in reason and within limitations 
imposed by their doctors. 


“People at the hospital often 
have very little to look forward 
to except their next meal,” said 
Axelrod, moving proudly about 
the gleaming kitchen with me 
and Bob Rubright, of the hospi- 
tal public relations staff, in tow. 
We had sampled some of the 
French toast at the employes’ 
cafeteria, and it was not bad at 
all. 


Axelrod explained how the 
food carts are made up. This is 
an assembly line procedure in 
which the trick is to get the 
right items on a patient’s tray 
and see that hot dishes stay hot 
and salads are crisp and cool. 


To keep food warm in the in- 
dividual plates, even though it 
may be half an hour before the 
patient is served, Axelrod uses 
laminated steel dish tontainers 
with fiberglas insulation. Cir- 
cular pieces of aluminum are 
heated to 450 degrees and popped 
into the containers below the 
plates. That seems to do the 
trick. For soup, there are spe- 
cial thermal dishes. 


Next Rubright and I went to 
the hospital basement and the 
aseptic domain of Mrs. Beulah 
Sanders, executive housekeeper. 
Her job is keeping the hospi- 
tal clean, a chore that has be- 
come more complicated in recent 
years, at every hospital, because 
of the measures that must be 
taken to prevent the dread 
staphylococcal infection. 

Staphylococci, or “‘gtaph,” as 
the doctors call them, are germs 
that seem amazingly resistant to 
anti-bacterial agents and some- 
times defy extremely resolute 
measures to get rid of them. If 
they are permitted to roam at 
large in hospitals, the conse- 
quences can be tragic. 

Mrs. Sanders has charge of 
112 employes. Her staff oper- 
ates 24 hours a day. From sun- 
rise to sunrise, the entire hos- 
pital must get a wet-mopping. 
Six hundred rooms a day are 
cleaned. Walls must be washed 
with the wall-washing machine. 
Every other week, the walls of 
the operating suite have to be 
cleaned. The hospital’s 3870 win-

Gowns and drapes are mist 
green for operating rooms, and 
jade green for obstetrics. 

Also in the basement are the 
cavernous subterranean cham- 
bers, presided over by Harold 
Thompson, plant engineer in 
charge of maintenance. Here we 
roamed through the carpentry 
shop, where old doors were be- 
ing renovated, and the paint 
shop. We saw the massive boil- 
ers, refrigerating machinery, 
furnaces, storerooms, the steam 
piping for the surgical sterilizers, 


the kitchen steam kettles and 


the laundry. 

In this underworld, unseen by 
patients and visitors, works a 
staff of 34 carpenters, plumbers, 
firemen, painters, engineers, 
electricians, welders, metalwork- 
ers, refrigeration men. The hos- 
pital has $500,000 worth of spare 
parts in its maintenance store- 
room. 

This part of the hospital, fes- 
tooned with overhead pipes and 
batteries of gauges and towering 


boilers, looks like the engine. 


room .of a battleship. 
One kept running into inter- 


esting little complexities, how- . 


ever, that make a hospital dif- 
ferent. For example, one of the 
duties of the chief electrician, 
Robert Summers, is to check 


the floors of operating rooms 
once a month, the lights twice 
a month, 


In the surgical areas, it is 
imperative that equipment and 
personnel be properly 
“grounded” to eliminate sparks 
from static electricity. Some 
anesthetics—nitrous oxide is 
one—are highly flammable. 
There have been unfortunate 
accidents in operating rooms 
because of the kind of spark 
that leaps from a _person’s 
finger as he touches a brass 
doorknob after walking on a 
thick carpet. 


We dropped by to see Vernon 
Bean, supervisor of Central Sup- 
ply. His functions involve emer- 
gencies—as when heart patients 
need oxygen—and the long-range 
logistical support of vital medi- 
cal and surgical services. 


Bean said his biggest activity 
was the oxygen therapy service. 
Oxygen units, and technicians to 
operate them, are kept in a 
state of readiness. Each nursing 
division has a half hour’s oxy- 
gen supply, but there is always 
the possibility that two heart 
cases requiring oxygen may oc- 
cur at the same time in the 
same area. 


‘‘We try to deliver within three 
minutes on coronary cases,” he 
said. 


At one table personnel were 
disassembling hypodermic syr- 
inges, preparatory to cleaning. 
At another, workers were fold- 
ing green cloths of various 
shapes and sizes, and placing 
assemblies in packages that re- 
sembled parachute packs. At an- 
other, rubber gloves were being 
inspected. If a surgeon nicks a 
glove, it has to be thrown away. 


Bean pointed to a row of three 
autoclaves. These are gleami 
pieces of apparatus in which he 
packs of clothing and supplies 
for obstetrics or surgery are 
sterilized, made germ-free. Ayto- 
claves look a little like bank 
vaults. 


The packs are heated to 250 
degrees fahrenheit for 30 to 45 
minutes. Before being put into 
the sterilizers, they are trussed 
up in a special paper tape, chem- 
ically treated so that when it 
has been through the autoclave 
black stripes appear on it. 


When the clothing packages, 
rubber gloves and other items 
have been made sterile, they 
are placed in racks in a special 
section near dumb waiters that 
connect with the operating room 
on the floor above. The black 
stripes afford a rough guarantee 
that an unsterilized package 
could not get in the dumb waiter 
by mistake. 

Such things are never taken for 
granted in a ‘ well-regulated 
hospital, however. Spot checks 
are constantly being made by 
laboratory analysis to make sure 
that germ-free items are really 
germ-free. 

These bulky green packages 
are made up to contain a full 
set of costumes for surgeons 
and nurses, sponges, towels, 
masks and practically every- 
thing except surgical instru- 
ments and rubber gloves. 

On the fourth floor, in the 
maternity section, we had a 
talk with Dr. David Rothman, 
president of the hospital’s med- 
ical staff and head of the 
obstetrical and _ gynecological 
staff. We sat down in the small 
sitting room for doctors adjacent 
to the labor and delivery rooms. 


- In another room are cots where 


doctors may catch a few winks 
while awaiting the stork. 

It was about 10 a.m. and Dr. 
Rothman had delivered a fine 
boy at 3 a.m. after which he got

He saw 
everything he wanted to see, worked as though this was the 
most important hour of his life, and acted as though all the 
tomorrows stretched interminably before him. 

He looks better thinned down, and the doctors think that 
the tea did it because it kept him from drinkifg sweet stuff. 
Once, when he was in Hong Kong, he decided to switch 
beverages and asked for a cold glass of water. A Chinese 
friend shook his head no. 

*‘Why can’t I have the water?’’ Arthur Godfrey said. 

*‘The water should be boiled,” the man said. ‘You could 
get a dangerous infection from it.” 


Godfrey burst into deep-throated laughter. ‘‘An infection?” 
he said. “After what I’ve been through, that would be like 
two weeks in Florida.”.. . .

More tor Your Money 


USED HOUSES—FEWER SALES, MORE RENTALS: 
Because mortgage money is tight and many lenders prefer 
to finance new homes, used house prices slide and sales fall 
in many areas, Result: If you want to rent a house, you may 
find more to choose from as owners increasingly refuse to 
sell, prefer to rent. On the other hand, because some owners 
must sell, buyers with enough cash often get price conces- 
sions and can take over what's left of old mortgage, some- 
times at just 444 per cent. ‘‘Contract sales” grow more 
common, too. Under this arrangement, the seller gets paid 
over a period of years, retaining title until the buyer pays 
off completely. In some areas, one-fourth of older homes now 
are being sold on contract. 


» DO IT NOW: Troubled last summer with sticking drawers 
and sliding doors? If you apply thin shellac now to sliding 
areas, it will help prevent swelling in the months ahead. ... 
Cedar closet lost much of its moth-discouraging odor? A 
little sanding may open up clogged wood pores, let cedarwood 
oil odor come out again. . . . Check the seal on your refrigera- 
tor door by closing door on a piece of paper. You should 


have trouble pulling paper out. If not, fixing or replacing the 
seal may save you money. 


» BUYING A USED CAR: You get some simple tips from 
AAA that may save expensive repair bills later. First, view 
body at an angle, checking for rippled surfaces. Then run 
fingers along edge of lower body feeling for dimpled or 
pitted spots that indicate rusting which will spread and 
require costly repair. Check also for sagging or hard-to-close 
doors, poor operation of locks and latches, and inspect all 
glass for pitting or smoky appearance. Look for excessive 
interior wear, of course—and for sagging springs that may 
indicate actual mileage better than what’s on speedometer.

THE NEWSPAPERS reported 
a new threat recently to the 
whooping crane, and I started 
brooding again. 

Some people brood about taxes, 
some brood about crabgrass ard 
others brood about Richard 
Nixon maybe becoming Presi- 
dent of the United States. Me, 
I brood about the whooping 
crane. 


I don’t brood all the time. Who 
could, and get anything done. 
It’s just when the newspapers, 
as they do every few weeks, re- 
mind me that the whooping 
crane is still bravely fighting 
what appears to be a losing 
battle. Then I brood for a few 
days. Nothing serious. Slight loss 
of appetite and a tendency to cry 
over trivial things and quit my 
job. 

The latest threat to the whoop- 
ing crane is the boom in motor 
boating. It seems only 33 of the 
big white birds made it back 
last winter from the Canadian 
wilds to the Aransas refuge on 
the Texas coast. Not only was 
this a drop of one from the pre- 
vious year, but they brought 
back only two youngsters. The 
previous year they had come 
back with nine blessed events, 
which had given us whooping 
crane worriers quite a boost, I’m 
here to tell you. 


Not only that, but no sooner 
do they get back than they find 
the 70-square mile refuge sur- 
rounded by maniacs in speed 
boats, just the latest in a long 
string of fearful circumstances 
which seems to conspire against 
whooping cranes. 


The motorboats have made 
them so nervous they have 
given up their habit of staking 
out family territories and have 
started banding in flocks. You 
can hardly blame them. Put 
yourself in the place of a 
whooping crane surrounded 
by maniacs in speed boats. 
You'd band in flocks too. 


Now the experts are worried 
whether this change in habits 
will affect their courtship and 
survival pattern, Hah! It would 
shatter my courtship and survi- 
val pattern. 


I first started brooding about 
the whooping crane along about 
1947, when zoologists began to 
realize the bird was about to go 
the way of the passenger pigeon 
and various other feathered 
friends. 

This is probably due to the 
fact that I’ve always had a ten- 
dency to be downcast at the 
thought of anything becoming 
extinct. Years ago I happened 
to be thumbing through a book 
on conservation and I came 


across a small picture which 
stopped me dead. 

It was a picture of a little 
hen-like creature and underneath 
the picture was the notation: 
“The last heath hen. Photo- 
graphed on Martha’s Vineyard.” 

The last heath hen had a sad 
and lonely look. Its head was 
slightly cocked, as though it 
could hear in the distance the 
first faint rumblings of the crack 
of doom. The picture threw me 
into a fit of melancholy which 
lasted for days. 

Then one day I read about 
the case of Martha, the last 
passenger pigeon, which died in 
the Cincinnati zoo. Martha, 
named after Martha Washington 
— poignant touch — expired 
Sept. 1, 1914. The day happened 
to coincide with the first battle 
of the Marne and Martha’s de- 
mise received so little notice 
that most“persons, only vaguely 
aware of Martha alive, were not 
conscious of her death. 

This marked the end of a 
species which at one time had 
wandered the continent in sun- 
darkening clouds, said to number 
as many. as..2,000,000 at a time. 
They were clubbed and netted 
by the thousands. 

There is an accepted scientific 
tenet, called Williston’s Law of 
Adaptation, which recognizes 
that when a species is on the 
verge of extinction, nature tries 
to find a way to help it adapt 
to its environment so that it can 
survive. 

But even nature can provide 
no adequate defense against 
man or motorboats. In Martha’s 
last unhappy days at the zoo, 
they had to rope off the cage to 
keep people from throwing things 
at her to make her walk around. 


THESE SAD little groups 
fighting for survival are threat- 
ened not only by motorboats, 
but by seWing machines. I read 
not long ago about the ivory- 
billed woodpecker, whose ex- 
tinction seems to be a foregone 
conclusion. It seems these 
woodpeckers are making a last 
stand in a hardwood tract in 
northeastern Louisiana, a tract 
owned by a sewing machine 
company. Attempts to get the 
company to stop cutting the tim- 
ber and turn the tract into a 
bird preserve have availed 
naught. 


Sometimes, in looking back 
over the 97 stories we have,-had 
in the newspapers about the 
whooping crane, stories which 
have raised my hopes one week, 
only to have them dashed the 
next, I am tempted to wonder 
whether the whooping crane is 
worth all my brooding. 


Sometimes I’m_ convinced 
he’s a feathered anachronism, 
not equipped to cope with our 
times. Sometimes, too, I’m 
convinced that the whooping 
cranes themselves are aware 
of this and the resulting emo- 
tional conflicts have turned

them into neurotics with an ; 
‘ urge for self-destruction. 


Back in 1949, I note, ornithol- 
ogists at the refuge were happy 
when some unidentified crane 
laid two eggs. They always lay 
them in pairs. I was happy, too. 
Only to be cast down a month 
‘Jater with the news that the 
cranes themselves had de- 
stroyed the eggs. 


In 1950, wildlife experts found 
a lone whooping crane, survivor 
of a flock. They tried to add 
him to the flock at the refuge, 
but the birds would have no part 
of him. They gave him a work- 
ing over and then flew off to 
Canada and left him. 

And, incidentally, just where 
they go in Canada was for years 
a mystery. A 1948 story reports 
that two biologists gave up after 
four years of searching. That 
year 31 cranes went to Canada, 
31 came back. Where they 
spend their winters is no mys- 
tery. For years the surviving 
birds have been going to a spot 
on the Gulf Coast near Corpus 
Christi. In 1951, the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Service 
made it a wildlife refuge, which 
worked fine until the motorboat 
boom came along. 

Then in 1952 the Fish and 
Wildlife Service announced with 
great glee it had found the nest- 
ing grounds. While this- may 
have done much to satisfy the 
curiosity of biologists, I haven’t 
yet found out how it did much 
to benefit the whooping cranes. 
On the contrary, it probably just 
made them more morose. 

In 1952 they lost ground again. 
I brooded a lot that year. In 
1953 they were in the news five 
‘times. Up, down, up, down. 
That’s the way it went. By 1955 
their number was down to* 21. 
That was the year Canada 
stopped the United States from 
opening a bombing range near 
their nesting ground. 

In the fall of 1955 matters 
reached their lowest ebb for a 
while. Only 13 whooping cranes 
came back from Canada. A cou- 
ple of weeks later, however, the 
rest came in. They were held 
up, no doubt, by eight fledg- 
lings. The situation was deti- 
nitely brighter. 

But the next year, 1956, the 
count was down to 23 again and 
wildlife experts from the United 
States and Canada agreed some- 
thing had to be done. I agreed 
also. They held a meeting. The 
only trouble was that half the 
experts thought the whooping 
cranes ought to be raised in 
captivity and the other half 
thought they ought to be left 
alone. 


There was great to-do in 
New Orleans in 1956 when it 
was discovered that two 
whooping cranes in the zoo 
were hovering tenderly over 
two eggs. The whole town tip- 
toed around for days and, sure 
enough, two baby whooping 


10 years ago. 


cranes were hatched. But one 
of them died three weeks later 
and the other one disappeared 
shortly thereafter. 


The next year this dauntless 
pair tried again, and again 
whooping crane worriers all 
over the country were on nee- 
dies and pins. The birds hatched 
one youngster, and at last report 
it was doing ail right. That year, 
1957, the population was up to 
31. 

The year 1958 was something 
of a banner period. The popula- 
tion went up to 41. It was also 
the year a whoopimg crane was 
sighted in Missouri. It had 
stopped for a breather in the 
Mingo swamp in southeast Mis- 
souri. But the next year they 
were down to 38, and according 
to late 1959-60 reports, the popu- 
lation now stands at 33. 

With all the fuss and worry, it 
would be nice to be able to say 
the whooping crane is an inspir- 
ing sight, like the American 
eagle or something. It is not. 
The last chance St. Louisans 
had to contemplate a whooping 
crane at their leisure was in 
1947, when Director George 
Vierheller .had one on display 
for several weeks at the Zoo. It 
was the property of the Fish and 
Wildlife Service. 

It stood about four and a half 
feet tall, the solid white of its 
body relieved only by a red, un- 
feathered patch on top of its 
head, a greenish yellow bill and 
black legs. It had a _ lonely, 
melancholy air, and its tem- 
perament, according to Mr. 
Vierheller, was anything but 
amiable, 

The resonant call once trum- 
peted from the frozen wilds of 
northern Canada to the swamps 
of Louisiana, and the bird is 
amazingly equipped for the pur- 
pose. Its windpipe makes three 
turns before running upward 
and backward into its lungs. 
It’s a sort of hidden tuba which 
makes a noise unlike anything 
else. 

And when mating time came 
around the whooping cranes 
used to gather on the highest 
knoll they could find and intro- 
duce a dance that has been de- 
scribed as both delightful and 
ludicrous, depending on the nat- 
uralist who observed it. That’s 
another reason I brood about 
the passing of the whooping 
crane. We need more birds like 
that, birds that can dance and 
make odd noises. 

Maybe that’s one of the 
answers to the puzzle. They see 
nothing around them anymore 
but conformity and a tendency 
to adapt as an escape from 
reality. Even ornithologists say 
that the long years of fighting 
against ever-encroaching odds 
seems to have made them weary 
and deprived them of the old 
spark. It can happen to people. 
Why shouldn’t it happen to 
birds?

THE WORLD has such a hun- 
ger for great men that, as Julien 
Benda has said, it invents them 
if necessary. 

We of this age have no need to 
invent. For 20 years we have 
known of a man so great that, 
according to the Vatican news- 
paper, the Osservatore Romano, 
one would have to go back to 
Charlemagne to find his equal— 
Gen. De Gaulle. 

Even if he had failed in his 
superhuman task of restoring 
France to her place in the con- 
cert of nations, it would have 
been the failure of a great man. 
But he did not fail. Therefore ho 
is everywhere acclaimed as a 
hero and statesman—except by 
those who cannot forgive him 
for being, in the words of Harry 
Hopkins, ‘‘the living proof that 
we were wrong.”’ 

As I write this from a gallery 
in Fort-de-France, an immense 
throng is waiting for him to 
pass. The sidewalks are packed. 
Children have climbed the stone 
wall that surrounds our house 
and are clinging to the iron 
grille. The park across the 
street, the Savane, is also 
packed; men have even climbed 
up into the tamarind trees that 
border the path. 


For days the radio has an- 
nounced that “the population 
is invited to decorate with 
flags.””

I’m cheating a little now, calling 
up the memory of a ball that cost 25 cents but that we still 
called a Nickel Rocket in the 1930s. Wrapped in friction tape, 
the Rocket would wobble on and on, its aerodynamics made 
extra interesting by dirt and grass and grit attracted to the 
friction tape. Some of the best fielders in the major leagues 
owed their artistry to early training, bent over pebbly fields 
outguessing Nickel Rockets.

Three col- 
leges are bidding to give it a 
home and it seems likely that 
Tate will get .a scholarship in 
this fashion. 


The prize of a four-year schol- 
arship to Washington University 
and a trip to compete in the 
National Science Fair at Indian- 
apolis went to John Caldwell, an- 
other Normandy High School 
senior and also a student of 
Deall. Caldwell produced an 
equally spectacular exhibit, 
Mechosapien X-1, a digital com- 
puter that can be trained to 
make decisions. 


John is the twelfth student 
under Deall’s sponsorship to 
win a full four-year scholar- 
ship in Science Far competi- 
tion. 


Last year one of Deall’s stu- 
dents, Peter O’Mara, won a 
four-year scholarship and was 
chosen to compete in the Na- 
tional Science Fair with his 
Electron Velocity Spectrome- 
ter. Another, Edward Janzow, 
won a four-year scholarship to 
Washington University with his 
Linear Particle Accelerator. 
Twenty-five of Deall’s former 
students are doing university 
graduate work in physics. 


No one who knows Deall was 
startled that he had another win- 
ner this year in John Caldwell 
or that Joe Tate was able to 
build a cyclotron. They have 
almost come to expect that sort 
of thing from, Deall and his 
students. 

Joe is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Louis H. Tate, 2114 Rose Bud 
avenue. He is 19 years old, of 
slight build and with straight 
dark hair. He was wearing an 
sport shirt and 
blue jeans without a belt, but 
he talked like a nuclear physi- 
cist, which is what he intends 
to be. 

John is the son of Mr. and 


Mrs. Samuel D. Caldwell, 3083 


Bellerive drive. He stands 6 
feet, 6 inches tall and it is doubt- 
ful that the Normandy basketball 
coach speaks to Deall since 
John spends almost all his free 
time working on computer cir- 
cuits. 

Caldwell explained that he be- 
came interested in computers In 
one of Deall’s classes.

Scholarships in Science Fair Competition Under 
Direction of Physics Instructor Louis Ded 


gave him information and later 
put him under the guidance of 
John Marshall, a graduate stu- 
dent working on computers at 
Washington University. With 
Marshall’s and Deall’s advice 
but with his own planning and 
his own work in making the cir- 
cuits, John produced his prize- 
winning exhibit, Mechosapien 
X-1, a computer that can be 
trained. 


Mechosapien’s tape-recorded 
voice can be given phrases 
such as “I like Nixon,” “I 
like Kennedy” and “I like 
Stevenson.”’ It will come up 
with any of these phrases at 
random the first time it 
speaks. The operator then 
presses a “reward” button if 
he likes the choice, a “‘punish” 
button if he doesn’t. Eventu- 
ally the machine likes what 
the operator likes—almost. 


It may still occasionally say 
“I like Nixon’ even in the hands 
of a confirmed Democrat. But 
that is the price for giving it 
a measure of choice in the first 
place. 

The decision-making ability is 
not a stunt: Present computers 
when given problems must be 
told how to solve them. 


Caldwell visualizes computers 
with decision-making circuits 
that will be able to determine 
for themselves how they will 
solve problems. 


He gallantly assured me that 
Tate’s cyclotron would have won 
at the Science Fair if its bulk 
hadn’t disqualified it. ‘‘But,”’ he 
added, ‘‘my computer is a darn 
sight cheaper to ship to the Na- 
tional Science Fair.” 


Expensive or ‘not, three col- 
leges are willing to pay the 
freight to get the cyclotron. 
Kansas Wesleyan University at 
Salina is even willing to modify 
its new science building for what 
it believes would be the only 
cyclotron in Kansas. Illinois 
Wesleyan University in Bloom- 
ington also wants the machine 
as does Memphis State College. 


The colleges also want to 
talk to Joe about a scholar- 
ship. They’d better. That 
cyclotron isn’t going any- 
where without Joe. After three 
years of planning and build- 
ing it he is not about to sever 
connections so casually. He is 
already talking about modify- 
ing it to step up the charge 
on its proton bullets. 


“I didn’t know Mr. Deall was 
kidding me when he asked me 
why didn’t I build a cyclotron,” 
Joe related. ‘‘I took it seriously. 


I didn’t think it would be too ~ 


hard.”’ 
He indicated an illustration in 
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JOHN CALDWELL with his computer in basement of his home 
at 3083 Bellevrive drive. 


a textbook. ‘This shows the 
charged particle coming off a 
filament. Boy is that mislead- 
ing! You've got to build a small 
atom-smasher to peel the elec- 
tron off the hydrogen proton 
before you can even put it into 
the cyclotron.” 

As Joe began to run into more 
problems with his cyclotron, 
Deall sent him to Dr. Junius 
Reynolds, who is in charge of 
cyclotrons for Washington Uni- 
versity. Finally Joe was ready 
to build his machine, which, 
among other things, involved 
winding 100,000 feet of copper 
wire to make the magnets. 

These magnets whirl hydrogen 
protons around a vacuum cham- 
ber at fantastic speeds. 

“They will also jerk a ham- 
mer or any other piece of metal 
right out of a man’s hand,” 
Deall pointed out. ‘‘They ruined 
my watch.”’ 

Deall is inclined to give most 
of the credit to the course he 
teaches in physics for the in- 
terest his students have’ shown 
in science and for the success 
many of them have had in this 
field. 

The course is now in its third 
year at Normandy and is one 
developed by the National 
Science Foundation at a cost of 
$5,000,000. Many of the nation’s 
top physicists, teachers and in- 
dustrial scientists worked on it 


¥ 


for a period of five years before 
it went into use in high schools. 


The program is known as the 
P.S.S.C. course in physics. The 
initials stand for Physical. Sci- 
ence Study Committee, the name 
of the group that developed it, 
using Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology as headquarters. A 
similar group is now developing 
a chemistry course and the Na- 
tional Science Foundation in- 
tends eventually to cover the 
whole field of high school 
science. 


Deall thinks the $5,000,000 for 
the physics course was money 
well spent. “Even if we didn’t 
get any physicists out of it, it 
would be worth it,’’ he says. 
“The future Congressmen and 
voters in our high schools need 
a good understanding of physics.” 


Each Saturday Deall and four 
other teachers using the P.S.S.C. 
course in the St. Louis area 
meet with Dr. Melba Phillips, 
Washington University physics 
professor, to discuss and plan 
the next week’s work. 

Planning of this course, Deal] 
pointed out, preceded the Sput- 
nik scare. 

Deall attended classes at the 
University of Colorado for teach- 
ers adopting the physics course. 
He is now taking work at Wash- 
ington University at night. He 
teaches a class of elementary 
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school science teachers and has 
just been given a National Sci- 
ence Foundation fellowship to 
do research in physical elec- 
tronics for the next three sum- 
mers. 


Deall, who is 36 years old, 
was born in St. Louis and was 
graduated from Soldan High 
School in 1942. After high school 
he entered the Army A.S.T.P. 
program and studied electronics 
at the University of Minnesota 
and the University of Utah be- 
fore being assigned to radar 
work in the Army Signal Corps. 

After his discharge from the 
Army in 1945, he attended Wash- 
ington University and was grad- 
uated with a bachelor’s degree 
in 1949. While at the university 
he attracted the attention of Dr. 
Charles Lee, professor of edu 
cation, who persuaded him to 
try teaching. 


Deall taught mathematics at 
the university while doing grad- 
uate work there. Later he taught 
physics at the old Brayton Fly- 
ing Schoo] at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, organized and taught a 
radio and television course at 
the Bailey Technical Schools 
here and then taught physics for 
a year at Soldan. 

He abandoned the academic 
life to take a job as an engineer 
with Emerson Electric Co., but 
the urge to teach was too strong 
and he returned to that work 
eight years ago when he took 
his present job at Normandy. 
He took one year out from teach- 
ing, 1958, to complete work on 
his master’s degree in science 
education at Washington Uni- 
versity. He was given a National 
Science Foundation fellowship 
for this purpose. 

Deall and his wife, Betty, live 
at 1462 Coolidge avenue, Univer- 
sity City. They have a daughter 
Renee, 7, and a son, Jeremy, 
who will be 5 next month. 


Deall spends a lot of his spare 
time in the Normandy High 
School physics laboratory, ac- 
cording to J. E. Potter, principal, 
and Walter C. Bergmann, assist- 
ant principal. 

Both think this devotion by 
Deall to his job and his knack 
of being able to spot a student's 
special interests are what make 
him an outstanding science 
teacher. 


In addition both praise the 
citizens of Normandy School 
District, who, they said, have 
never in the last 20 years re- 
fused a bond issue or turned 
down a school tax increase, 
although one tax rise, in 1949, 
did take a second vote. 

This, they pointed out, has 
given Normandy High, among 
other things, nine excellently 
equipped science laboratories. 


Deall, for example, wanted 
and got a $6000 electrical panel 
in the physics laboratory of the 
new science building. It delivers 
current of any voltage to any 
desk in the laboratory. A built-in 
clock permits experiments 
where the current must go on 
and off at certain intervals. An 
antenna on the roof delivers 
radio frequencies through the 
panel and one of Deall’s exami- 
nation questions is to send fre- 
quencies to the desks and have 
the students identify them. 


If Normandy High School |s 
a good guide, then this is the 
formula for producing poten- 
tial scientists and Science Fair 
winners: Start with students 


_ like Joe Tate and John Cald- 


well who have a natural bent 
for science. To this you add 
g00d science courses, perhaps 
produced on a national scale 
like the P.S.S.C. physics 
course. Provide students with 
the equipment that is needed 
to teach modern science. But 
most important of all give them 
a dedicated teacher like Louis 
Deall. | 


And what does the wife of 
a science teacher think about 
his devotion to science educa- 
tion? 3 

“Betty takes it very well,” 
Deall says, ‘‘considering cne of 
my main arguments eight years 
ago when I decided to quit my 
engineering job to go back into 
teaching. I told her it would 
give me a lot more leisure time 
to spend with my family.”

Musical, ‘Greenwillow,’ 


Do-It-Yourself Folklore

NEW YORK, May 14. 


‘TIS A FINE DAY in Greenwillow till Gramma Briggs dis- 
covers riddleweed growin’ on the ground and everyone is quickly 
skeered because riddleweed bodes trouble, and even if all the 
folks can still go on eating plum fritters and rowdy buns, it’s likely 
that one boy and one girl will have to give up their walkin’-love 
promise and perhaps put off the marryin’ day. 


If that paragraph sounds at all peculiar, it is because I am 
trying to give you a more or less precise idea of the single thing 
that is wrong with “‘Greenwillow.” The new musical which opened 
recently at the Alvin is do-it-yourself folklore, which means that it 
is spun right out of somebody’s head instead of out of somebody 
else’s past, and folklore may just be the one dish in the world that 
can’t be cooked to order. 


Perhaps B. J. Chute’s original novel achieves, by some 
strange personal magic and a web of the very right words, 
a sense of being somewhere that once existed, or that might 
have existed—however mysteriously—between two defined 
points on a map. In the theater, and I say this literally, 
Greenwillow is nowhere—not in Brigadoon, not in Glocca 
Morra, not in the valley just below Old $moky. 


BEING NEITHER Irish nor Dutch, Scotch nor good Broadway, 
it is forced to invent a language of its own that is a melange of 
all four but with the special delights, rhythms, and authenticities 
of none. It is also forced to arrange its own freshly primitive 
customs. Are some of Alvin Colt’s costumes and Peter Larkin’s 
spindly settings charming? They are. But there is no soil beneath 
their flying bones, only the shadow of a shadow. 


The problem presented to the immensely resourceful Frank 
Loesser, who has done music and lyrics and a share of the book, 
is more baffling still. He must further invent his own human 
complications, romantic and otherwise. Does his hero’s father 
hear a whistling sound that causes him to drift over the face of 
the earth while his family stays home and sings? Is the eldest 
son’s conscience so strong that he dare not marry, for fear of 
hearing the whistling, too? Is there a custom, or a conceit, that 
no one has ever heard of that will effectively keep the lovers 
apart? These can be dreamed up, of course, with rousing songs 
to support them; but belief—even musical comedy belief—has 
gone off over the hills to some solider place. 


Mr. Loesser’s work, like that of most of his homespun 
colleagues, is honorably done. Liveliness erupts in a brim- 
stone-and-peaches duet between two preachers, with 
Genesis divided exactly equal between them. To watch 
the pancake-hatted Cecil Kellaway pucker his generous 
cheeks like the jolly north wind as he gleefully gets the 
better of a dour William Chapman is delight, indeed. 


WHEN GRAMMA PERT KELTON and old codger Lee Cass 
(yes, the old codger carries a crooked stick, and hates every- 
body) slip back into some youthful sparkling in a jiggy little 
melody called “‘Could’ve Been A Ring,” Mr. Loesser’s raffish 
inventiveness comes stealing through the countryside mists. When 
absolutely everybody lines up, as they frequently do, to attack 
the rafters with a chorale like ‘“‘The Music of Home,” you do 
suddenly wish that these robust yeomen did have a home of their 
own, 


And few musicals have ever been given the legitimate, 
fiery-eyed intensity that gangling Anthony Perkins, with his 
crooked, nervous smile, brings to his series of nonexistent 
problems. Lacking other tangible things to assault in song, 
Mr. Perkins is willing to give his all to a passionate 
defiance of the chilly autumn; he acts, sings, and even 
kicks his coltish heels with something more than abandon 
—with an earnestness and an honesty that are immaculately 
professional. 


Director George Roy Hill has kept the village steadily on the 
move, the only question being: Where have they come from, and 
where are they going? 


Effect of Actors Strike Settlement 


HOLLYWOOD, May 14 (AP). 
WHAT HATH the movie actors 
strike wrought? 


Here’s what Jack Karp, head 
of Paramount production, has to 
say: “The major effect of the 
settlement terms is to increase 
the cost of production. In most 
wage increases in industry, the 
cost is passed along to the con- 
sumer. 

“But we can’t start charging 
$3 for movies or people would 
stop coming to the theaters. In- 
creased costs have to be ab- 
sorbed, adding to the risk of pro- 
duction. But we'll survive. We'll 
just have to learn to cut the 


free, it would only lower admis- 
sion costs 2 cents. Actors com- 
prise only 10-12 per cent of the 
average movie's cost. 


“The producers will have to 
contribute to the health and wel- 
fare fund, but the increase in 
minimums will have little effect. 
Only 10 per cent of our actors 
work at minimums.”

EVERYONE KNOWS there are some cases of gangsterism 
and racial violence in American high schools. But pictures like

Some people are somewhat sensi- 
tive to this, and the best answer is to warn your 
dentists that you tend to be upset by it. It is not un- 
common in such cases to avoid the trouble by giving 
a bit of sedative at the same time.

IF YOU ARE one of the many 
women who have wanted to wear 
bright red, Kelly green or elec- 
tric blue but never had the 
courage for fear of being too 


conspicuous, your day is almost 
here. 


The brightest shades on fash- 
ion record will be the vogue 
within the next few months, ac- 
cording to Nancy White, editor 
of Harper’s Bazaar, a leading 
fashion magazine, who visited 
St. Louis last week. Miss White 
believes so enthusiastically in 
vivid hues that she predicts that 
almost eyeryone will be wearing 
them next fall. 


The tone of red which Miss 
White recommends is an orange- 
red which she describes as 
“Neon” red and which she was 
wearing during her visit.

Word Getting Around 


Chairman of the Philadelphia 
seminar will be Clarence T: Wil- 
son of St. Louis, ‘who is presi- 
dent of the Home Manufacturers 
Association and also president of 
the Home Builders. Association 
of Greater St. Louis. Wilson is 
one of three who do factory man- 
ufacture of homes in Greater St. 
Louis. His manufacturing firm is 
Wilson Homes, Inc. The other 
two are Fischer & Frichtel, Inc., 
whose manufacturing firm is 
called Concord Homes, Inc., and 
Burton Duenke, whose manufac- 
turing firm is called Modular 
Homes, Inc. Duenke is not a 
member of the Home Builders 
Association, but is a member 
of the Manufacturers. Wilson has 
been an exponent of mass opera- 
tions from his early days, was 
excavating with bulldozers and 
pouring concrete basement walls 
and floors for homes with a 
huge, canon-like device, when 
others still were not far re- 
moved from team and scraper 
and two-bag cement mixer op- 
erations. In those days, among 
the founders of the Builders’ 
Guild (which later became the 
Home Builders Association) he 
was nearly a lone wolf in his 
thinking. Several weeks ago he 
presided here at a seminar simi- 
jar to the one to be held in Phila- 
delphia. Speakers here includ- 
ed Oliver Parks, who has just 
been awarded a citation by the 
National Homes Corporation, an 
Indiana manufacturer, for hav- 
ing erected on thé east side of 
the Mississippi river in the St. 
Louis metropolitan area, more 
National homes than almost any 
other builder anywhere. 


No Crackerboxes 

Factory manufacture of houses 
has, of course, some a long way 
since the days of World War 
Two and the helter-skelter rush 
for shelter immediately thereaft- 
er. No longer is pre-fabrication 
of houses, anywhere, a cracker- 
box procedure. The house fac- 
tories now are coming into the 
van of automation. On-site pro- 
cedures are following closely be- 
hind, with craftsmen now mak- 
ing use of power: tools they 
wouldn’t have touched (even 
when available) 15 years ago. 
The building of homes is enter- 
ing a whole new era, one in 
which (as Al Jolson was wont 
to say) “‘you ain’t seen nothin’

of Home Building, King wrote: 

“Home manufacturing has had 
a significant impact on the hous- 
ing industry of the United States. 
Since the end of World War II, 
the production of house pack- 
ages for direct sale to builders 
has increased by 200%. 

“The industralized house of to- 
morrow will evolve from a co- 
ordinated effort of all segments 
of the housing industry. In the 
present transitional period, there 
are the beginnings of a gradual 
departure from localized craft 
traditions and an emphasis on a 
greater interdependency of 
builders, manufacturers of build- 
ing products, labor, regulatory 
agencies, lending institutions and 
others. Efficient management 
techniques achieved by large op- 
erative builders and home manu- 
facturers will provide one means 
of bringing together the talents 
required to solve the many prob- 
lems inherent in a complex, 
competitive building process. 
But, more important means 
must be found to encourage the 
contribution of the small-volume 
and custom builders in such a 
way that they may take advan- 
tage of new materials and tech- 
niques and yet not lose their 
identity as a traditional and re- 
spected element of their com- 
munities. 


Trend of Prefabrication. 


‘Home manufacturers will 
continue in their established pat- 
tern of providing pre-designed 
house packages and numerous 
services to aid their builder-deal- 
ers. Emphasis will be given to 
producing more of the house 
in the factory with a greater de- 
gree of assembly and finishing. 
Integration of the mechanical 
systems into the house package 
will further reduce site labor. 
The existing services of financ- 
ing, market research, design and 
engineering, merchandising, land 
planning and business manage- 
ment will be expanded to en- 
courage more productive builder 
operations and at the same time 
give the home manufacturer a 
more effective control of the 
end product. As the home manu- 
facturer participates to a larger 
extent in the financing and man- 
agement of the builder’s op- 
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eration, this control will be more 
easily achieved. 


Now Components. 

“In recent years there has de- 
veloped a strong interest in a 
new pattern of home building, 
popularly called component con- 
struction. A component is de- 
fined as a larger part that fits 
with other parts, rather than 
smaller pieces that must be 
shaped and fastened together on 
the site. Because the component 
is a larger part and is fabricated 
usually away from the site, it 
must be designed and engin- 
eered to fit with other compo- 
nents in a total system of con- 
struction. Obviously, this defi- 
nition applies to prefabricated 
construction with its use, for 
example, of room or house- 
length wall panels. However, as 
the term is commonly used to- 
day, component construction re- 
flects more than the physical 
parts and assembly of a house. 
More important, it connotes a 
system of area and space plan- 
ning which has the potential of 
providing greater design free- 
dom and variation, while retain- 
ing with the physical compo- 
nents all of the advantages of 
shop fabrication. 

“Component construction also 
conveys to many the idea of a 
distribution scheme distinct from 
that of the home manufacturer. 
The important element of direct 
sales to the builder will be re- 
tained, but with component con- 
struction the panel fabricator 
will provide a system of modular 
panel components that will meet 
each builder’s demand for va- 
riety in floor plan and architec- 


Northland 
Sites Bought 
By Vatterott 


Charles F. Vatterott Jr. has 
purchased from Norman Schuer- 
mann all of the Northland Hills 
subdivision that remains incom- 
plete. Robert W. Chamberlain, 
a Vatterott associate for 25 
years, has been given charge of 
completing the development. 

In the tract acquired, there is 
space for more than 400 house 
lots, similar in size to those 
Schuermann already has built 
upon. Of this unfinished area, 
the development work has been 
done on about 160 lots; the re- 
mainder is raw ground. 

Chamberlain has started work 
on the building of the first Vat- 
terott styled homes in the area 
and expects to have one or more 
ready for opening to visitors on 
a sample-case basis within a few 
weeks. Completion of homes on 
the 160 lots is projected as this 
year’s work in the subdivision, 
with development and building 
on the rest of the ground to 
follow. 

Northland Hills is off West 
Florissant, about two miles north 
of the Northland Shopping Cen- 
ter, from which the name of the 
subdivision was derived.

tural treatment with a mini- 
mum number of standardized 
parts or components. The panel 
fabricators may sell panels and 
other components to the builder 
much as lumber, siding and 
other materials now are sold by 
retail outlets. However, since 
the success of component con- 
struction depends on the total 
system, it is likely that the fab- 
ricator will also combine com- 
ponents to sell the completehouse 
structure. 

“Besides the basic solid pan- 
els, the fabricator will offer door 
panels, window panels for a va- 
riety of sizes and types of open- 
ing, floor panels, garage and 
carport panels and optional ap- 
plied decorative treatments. The 
panel fabricator may also pro- 
vide optional related services on 
a fee basis aside from the price 
of the components. 

“‘As the component concept es- 
tablishes itself in the industry, 
home manufacturers will adopt 
component or similar design 
systems to give better planning 
flexibility and variety in design. 
Evidences of this action can al- 
ready be seen in unit plans and 
extensions and offsets to the 
basic rectangle. This trend will 
become more pronounced, not to 
the exclusion of pre-designed 
houses, but rather as an attempt 
to further penetrate the total 
housing market. The efficiency 
of the design system will depend 
largely on effective ordering, 
purchasing, accounting and oth- 
er control and management pro- 
cedures. The manufacturers will 
integrate the design system with 
factory fabrication of larger 
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more pre-finished component 


parts. 

“In the future, home building 
will see a blend of the design 
and distribution pattern of the 
component system of the panel 
fabricator and the total house 
package concept of the home 
manufacturer. Pre-designed and 
engineered houses assembled to 
a large degree in the plant will 
meet the bulk of the housing 
demand in the lower price 
range, Competition in this area 
may come from the manufactur- 
ers of mobile homes with their 
assembly line techniques for 
producing standardized prod- 
ucts. 

“New design systems will en- 
able the builder or his architect 
to plan houses for panelization 
and production by a fabricator, 
who will also offer the advan- 
tages and economies of shop as- 
sembly and finishing, volume 
purchasing and financing and 
other services. Before long, the 
home buyer, with the advice of 
a builder or architect, will be 
able to plan his own home to 
meet the requirements and de- 
sires of his family. This type of 
operation will be directed pri- 
marily toward the market of 
middle and upper price ranges. 

“The builder will assume the 
role of a professional co-ordi- 
nator of all phases of the build- 
ing process. The large operative 
builder will have a_ staff of 
trained specialists in the fields 
of land planning and develop- 
ment, design, market research, 
business management, construc-

Shrubs, roses and perennials 
may be had in pots or cans. 

Some flowers that normally 
are moved in the fall may now 


available in large tar-paper pots. 
It is even possible to buy full 
size peony bushes which have 
been grown ia bushel baskets. 

These container-grown flowers 
and shrubs should be handled 
with care, it’s true, when they 
are being planted in the garden. 
If the soil is allowed to break 
away from the roots, the plants 
may suffer a severe shock. 

As they are being set out, it is 
helpful to water them with a 
“starter” solution made from a 
soluble fertilizer. Both the root 
area and the foliage can be 
drenched with the liquid plant 
food.

The most significant development of the 1960 model year 

is the introduction of lightweight economy makes, classed as 

“compact” cars, it is reported by the Automobile Manufacturers 


Association. These new entries weigh 700 to 1000 pounds 


less 


than low priced models of more conventional American car size. 


Also, with only a few excep- 
tions, standard passenger cars 
did not increase in overall body 
dimensions this year. Some are 
actually smaller than the cor- 
responding 1959 model. In the 
new “compact” models engine 
weight was reduced substantial- 

One manufacturer intro- 
uced an air-cooled engine 
primarily of aluminum  con- 
struction, a rarity in U. S. au- 
tomotive history. 

Automobile engineers also 
have developed ingenious ways 
to reduce weight in ines 
without oo gy to light- 
weight metals. or example, 
the weight of one new make in- 
troduced this year with a wa- 
ter-cooled cast iron engine is 
170 pounds less than the same 
firm’s standard six-cylinder en- 


gine. 
Improved Economy 

Improved economy in fuel 
consumption in standard 1960 
cars has resulted from: re- 
duced weight; reduced cross- 
section of the average car 
(compact cars will reduce the 
average for the industry) ; low- 
er compression engines de- 
signed to use standard fuel; 
engineering changes designed 
to improve fuel consumption. 

The introduction of an elec- 
tric alternator promises to set 
an industry trend that may be 
widely duplicated. 

W. Bradford Briggs, publish- 
er of Sports Car Illustrated, 
said he concluded from a re- 
cent survey that present rival- 


ries appear to be benefitting 
most of the major auto pro- 
ducers. 

“There can be little question 
that nothing is going to stop 
the invasion of imported au- 
tomobiles,” Briggs said. “The 
new domestic compact cars 
have not and will not cause the 
imports to suffer. In fact, we 
look for a steady and healthy 
increase in imported automo- 
biles for at least the next five 
years.” 

Since they became available 
in volame, the Big Three’s 
compact cars have cut sharply 
into foreign car sales in the 
United States, the Associated 
Press Reports. 

As early as last re Gen- 
eral Motors, Ford and Chrys- 
ler predicted the imports would 
drop to about the half-million 
mark in 1960. 

“That’s still the best guess,” 
says Jack Kemp, who directs 
U.S. sales of Ford’s English 
and German lines, “but it is 
only a guess. We are watch- 
ing it very, very closely.” 

He believes the Américan 
compacts will dent the imports 
but won't kill them off. But 
what about the rumored small- 
small American cars? 

“If one of the big three 
brings out an American car of 
the VW—Renault—Anglia size 
in the $1600 price class. the 
imports will be dead,” Kemp 


- said.

holds of a second or third car. 

By 1970, some passenger cars 
may have the free piston en- 
gine, which employs pistons to 
compress gasses that wer a 
turbine.

In the past decade car sales 
totaled 56.6 million. 

Abernethy said the annual 
sale pace should grow at a 
steady rate of between 6.5 and 
7 million cars, with some years 
up to 7.5 million at the end of 
the decade.

Cars Roll Out One-a-Minute, or Faster 


(Auto production represents one of the most spectacular 
applications of the assembly line technique.

note). 


DETROIT (AP) — Take 
15,000 parts and 2500 men and 
women. Keep both moving for 
12 hours ou can build a 
1960 automobile. 

“Moving” is the key word 
for it is in auto production that 
the assembly line has seen one 
of its greatest applications. Fif- 
ty years ago, Henry Ford was 
—— cars a day. Final 
assembly lines throu t the 
country spew out new cars to- 
day at the rate of one a minute 
and in some cases even faster. 

e of the auto plants are 
integrated, which means virtu- 
ally the entire car is produced 
at the single location; others 
are merely assembly operations. 
One of the most modern of 
the integrated plants is the 
newly remodeled home of 
Plymouth in Detroit. 

plant covers 30 acres, 
or enough room to build a nice 
subdivision of 100 houses or so. 
Here’s what you'd see on a 
leisurely walk through the one- 
story building: 

Steel stampi shipped to 
the plant by truck and rail from 
various stamping plants, are 
carried by overhead conveyors 
to the body construction line. 
This actually is two lines, one 
building the right-hand sides 
and the other the left-hand 
sides. The pieces are placed 
in a gage line, which in effect 
is a moving frame. Along this 
line are 339 welding machines. 
As the sides move they are 
welded into single pieces. At 
this instant, they meet another 
line carrying body floors. 
Welding continues until the 
body becomes a single unit. 

Constantly Moviag Line 

A constantly moving line 
carries the bodies past metal 
working experts who add the 
finishing touches. The _ unit 
then is known as a body-in- 
white. It moves into a storage 
bank preparatory to rust proof- 
ing and painting. The ies 
are stored by type—two and 
four-door sedans, station wag- 
ons, convertibles and special 
orders. 

From this bank, a machine 
operator selects the order of 
bodies to be painted. Conveyor 
lines route the body through 
an anti-corrosion process of 
seven dips which lasts two 
hours, then into the paint sec- 
tion and finally into another 
storage bank to await further 
assembly. 

At the other end of the build- 
ing, basic engines are being re- 
ceived from two engine plants. 
These go on a ss assem- 
bly line where such things as 
carburetors, distributors and 
air cleaners are added. 

In another section of the 

lant, instrument panels are be- 
ing assembled on a moving line. 
These panels have hundreds of 
variations, depending on color 
and the type of accessories for 
which controls must be in- 
stalled (heaters, radios, cigar 
=e protective padding, 
etc. 


_ And from yet another direc- 
tion comes a moving line on 
which the underparts of a car 
are built up—the wheels, axles, 
springs, transmission. 


The engine is dropped into a 
stub frame which has been con- 
nected to these underparts. The 
painted bodies move out of the 
storage bank and into the body 
hardware line where chrome 
trim, door handles and the rest 
of the decorations are added. 

With the help of punch card 
control, the proper body ar- 
rives at a given point just as 
the completed undercarriage 
arrives. A machine operator 
brings the two separate moving 
lines together with amazing 
ease. 

FP the outer shell and 

ical parts of the car are 
complete. It can run under its 
own power and is, in fact, driv- 
en a few feet around a bend 


into an inspection area. 
Six Football Fields 

At this point, the mechanical 
and electrical of each car 
are checked. en the car is 
approved, it moves to the final 
assembly line, which at Plym- 
outh is one of the longest in 
the business—1972 feet—longer 
than six football fields. 

Now comes installation of 
the hundreds of parts that 
make up the interior finishing 
of an automobile. To a visitor, 
one of the most fascinating 

rocesses is the setting of the 
nt glass pieces that make up 
the windshields and rear win- 
dows. Men highly skilled in 
their craft handle the fragile 
glass almost nonchalantly, seal 
it and hammer—that’s right, 
hammer—it into place. 

Halfway along the line the 
car, now fully equipped with 
windows, is subject to a hurri- 
cane-force water test for leaks. 
Trim panels are installed; car- 

ting goes in; seat cushions, 
built in another part of the 
plant, arrive in the right color 
and seat combinations just as 
the appropriate body style and 
color comes along the line. 
Headlights are aimed by ma- 
chines manned by women who 
step onto the moving line. 


ow, t » 
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At the end of this long line, 
the cars are driven a few feet 
into a special toe-in device for 
wheel alignment. Then they 
are driven into lanes for final 
inspection prior to shipping. 

The entire auto industry has 
become extremely quality con- 
scious and Plymouth has in- 
stalled 17 separate inspection 
stations along the various as- 
sembly lines. Five of these are 
master stations, where a car 
on which some defect has been 
discovered is removed and kept 
off the line until it is fixed. 

About 12 hours elapse from 
the time the parts first move 
to the body construction sec- 
tion until the particular car 
rolls into the final inspection 
area. Since the final line runs 
at the rate of one car a minute, 
this means more than 700 cars 
are in some stage of assembly 
simultaneously.

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Today's Cars 
Better, Say 
Engineers

Auto engineers admit that 
cars aren’t i 
to be, but they 
stand why anyone would 
ble about it. ae 
From every aspect cars are 
built better and safer with each 
new model that is introduced, 
they claim. 
“We get smarter all the 
time,” said Ford Chief Engi- 
neer Victor G. Raviolo. e 
learn new and better ways to 
build a car with each new car 


we turn out. I don’t think any- . 


thing seems better than it real- 
ly was. The snow was deeper 
in the winter and the sun was 
hotter in the summer.” 

Most of the criticism of mod- 
erm cars comes from persons 
who say they sound “tinny” 
and accuse the auto industry 
of using thinner gauge sheet 
metal. 

The auto engineers don’t 
deny that some like fen- 
ders, are built of thinner gauge 
= metal than — : 

e past, particularly those o 
the late 1920’s and early 1930’s. 

“But these critics forget that 
the hood on those cars was so 
flimsy you often had to juggle 
it around for several minutes 
before you'could get it prop- 
erly secured,” Raviolo said. 
“The only structural support 
those hoods had was a thin 
metal bar, about a quarter inch 
in diameter, extending between 
the radiator and the firewall. 

Fenders Were Like Wings 

Raviolo explained the extra- 
thick metal in the fender was 
needed because “fenders in 
those days were like the wings 
of _ flapping out in the 
wind and they had to be rigid.” 

But there was no structural 
support under the fenders as 
there is om modern cars, he 
pointed out. 

“If we built cars with the 
same gauge sheet metal used in 
those old time fenders and used 
it throughout the car, only Ra- 
jahs would be able to buy them,” 

violo said. “We use a great 
deal more sheet metal-on a car 
today and the weight of a car 
would be terrific if we used 
real heavy gauge sheet metal 
throughout. 

“It would be like driving a 
tank and gasoline costs would 
soar.” 


In many cases motorists 
would get no benefit from 
heavier gauge metals, even if 
they could afford the luxury, 
because structural reinforcing 
provides all the strength a car 


can use. 

“For safety’s sake, you need 
some parts of a car that will 
give,” Raviolo said. ‘““There has 
to be something to absorb the 
shock of a collision, just as 
there has to be something to 
stop penetration of the passen- 
ger compartment.

ir pressure is one. A car 
which needs 100 octane fuel at 
a sea level city such as Corpus 


Christi, Texas, will need only 
about 90 octane fuel in mile- 
high Denver. Hi tempera- 
tures generally raise your oc- 
tane requirements, high hum- 
idity lowers them some. 

Are lines all alike? No, 
says Warren. The basic com- 
ponents of all brands are much 
the same, but they can vary in 
many ways. In Cincinnati, oc- 
tane of regular grades in Dec- 
ember varied from 90.7 to 94.2. 
In Pittsburgh, the variation 


was from 82.9 to 94.9. 

Some brands are more vola- 
tile, which means they vaporize 
faster and provide faster start- 
ing. Others have special ad- 
ditives that prevent such 
as ice forming in fuel lines and 
in the carburetor. 

Warren advises that you 
have your engine properly 
tuned, then test brands and 
grades until you find the one 
best suited to your particular 
car.

Summer on Vacation Trips 


By George P. Marsh, President, 
Automobile Club of Missouri 


This summer approximately 
80 million Americans will take 
to their automobiles for vaca- 
tion trips. Many of these tour- 
ists will spend days in their au- 
tomobiles, drive thousands of 

«miles, see a few sights near the 
highway and return to their 
homes ed but with a 
much brighter outlook on life. 

The family automobile can 
be the answer to American 
motorists’ vacation dreams but 
it takes advance planning to 
turn an ordinary trip into a 
real vacation. : 

The first big hurdle in plan- 
ning a family vacation is de- 
ciding where to go, when to go 
and what to sce. 

A recent poll of its members 
by the American Automobile 
Association, indicated a pre- 
ference for travel to the Pa- 

_cific Coast. Members who were 
asked their choice of a domes- 
tic vacation ranked California 
number one, with Florida a far 
second. Colorado, Arizona and 
New York tied for third place. 

The survey also showed a 
marked preference for off-sea- 
son travel in the ly spring 
and late fall months. “While the 
sampling only indicated where 
vacationers would like to go, 
it also is indicative of the con- 
tinued popularity of all sec- 
tions of the country as vaca- 
tion spots. 

In addition to traveling to 
distant sections of the country, 
more and more vacationers are 
going camping and taking a 
series of short trips to nearby 
spots. 

Camping Out Populer 

Campi out has shown a 
marked rise in popularity in 
recent years. Last year, 27,- 
064,174 “camping nights” were 
recorded in our national and 
state parks and national for- 
ests. The Department of the 
Interior forecasts 61,000,000 
visits to national park areas 
this year and 80,000,000 by 1966. 

Tent and trailer camping in- 
creased 24 per cent in 1959. 

A number of vacationers are 
a that short, one and two- 

ay excursions to points of in- 
terest within a 200-mile radius 
of their homes are less expen- 
sive than a long trip and often 

' just as interesting. As a result 
of the popularity of this type 


vacation, the Automobile Club 
of Missouri has prepared a spe- 
cial booklet outlining a series 
of short trips out of St. Louis. 
About three hours driving 
time should be. allowed for 
each 100 miles of travel. i 
includes time to or for ga 
oil, refreshments and rest an 
allows some leeway for sight- 
seeing at points of interest 
along the way. Some time also 
should be allowed for short 
side trips to points of interest 


off the vacation route. 


Often, it is best to plan a 
trip in terms of an area rather 
than a specific location. In this 
way, several short trips from 
one “base” may be made and a 
variety of attractions visited. 
Most parts of the country have 
scenic attractions and histori- 
cal points of interest. 

Cost 


A surprisingly close estimate 
of how much the family will 
spend can be made by using the 
following guide: 

r operating expenses — 
gasoline, oil, lubrication and 
minor repairs—will be at least 
three and one-half cents a mile. 

Car storage will average 
about $1.25 a night (not in- 
cluding nights spent in motor 
courts which provide free park- 
ing.) 

Overnight accommodations 
will average from $8 to $10 a 
day for two, depending upon 
the class of accommodations 
desired. 

Meals will average about the 
same as accommodations. 

Allow about 15 per cent for 
tips on meals, plus bell hops 
in hotels and garage attendants. 

Figure actual toll charges 
and entrance fees wherever 
possible. 

To the total of all other ex- 
penses add about §2 a day or 
more for entertainment and 
souvenirs. 

Allow enough extra to pro- 
vide a reserve fund for emer- 
gencies. This varies with des- 
tinations, size of the vacation 
party and vacation budget. 

Where possible, it is wise to 
determine before starting on a 
trip where the family will stop 
for the night. Advance res- 
ervations usually can be made 
without a deposit. However, 
resorts and some motor courts 
are more likely to confirm res- 
ervations if a small deposit is 
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made. These reservations will 
assure the family of lodging 
for the night. They also mean 
that the trip must be made ac- 
cording to schedule. If a per- 
son who es the reservation 
finds he cannot be there, he 
should phone or telegraph the 


motel or hotel to release the _ 


space to another traveler. 
The condition of a car often 
determines the success of a 
vacation. Before starting on a 
trip, determine if a motor 
tune-up is necessary; have the 
brakes, lights and _ steering 
mechanism checked; have the 
oil changed and the car lubri- 
cated, if necessary. A few dol- 
lars spent with a responsible 
arage can save money and 
eadaches on a trip. 
ons 

In addition to these advance 
precautions, carry a flashlight, 
wheel jack and lug wrench for 
changing flats. Fusees or other 
warning lights should be in- 
cluded to alert other motorists 
at night, if an emergency stop 
is necessary. A duplicate set of 
keys, fastened outside the car, 
will come in handy if the 
driver’s keys are lost or ac- 
cidentally locked inside the 
car. 

A clean cloth, paper and 
pencil in the glove compart- 
ment are useful and a valid 
driver’s license and registra- 
tion card should be carried at 
all times. Before leaving, check 
the expiration date of the 
automobile insurance and ar- 
range payment if due. 


The practice of following 


good driving habits will add 
leasure to any trip. The fol- 
owing tips will help a driver 
avoid many accident situa- 
tions: 

Be a sportsmanlike driver; 
be courteous to every other 
driver and pedestrian. 

Keep a reasonable speed. 

Reduce speed at sundown; 
drive within the range of your 
headlights. 

Stay behind the car ahead 
of you at least one car length 
for each 10 miles of speed. 

Stay in your lane at hill- 
crests and curves, 

Be extra alert at intersec- 
tions. 

Do not drive so slowly that 
ay Pe traffic. -

Psychologists who did prob- 
ing type studies of car owners 
make that pomt in a survey re-

The survey, conducted for 
the Dow Chemical Co., showed 
that car owners fall into two 
general personality types: the 
“caretaker” and the “user.” 

You’re the caretaker type if: 

You think of your car as an 
investment or a personal asset. 

You take pride in the things 
you own. 

You give your possessions 
careful and constant attention 
in order to keep them at their 
best. 

You insist that only proved 
or at least well-advertised 
products are used on your car; 
that work connected with main- 
tenance and repairs is done by 
persons you know are reliable. 

You practice preventive 
maintenance about your car. 
That is, you have the oil 
changed or the car greased at 
regular intervals. 

ou’re the user type if: 

You think of your car pri- 
marily as a means of transpor- 
tation. 

You get fun or excitement 
out of driving. 

You express yourself more in 
terms of doing than in having. 

You're sporadic in the main- 
tenance of your car. You might 
not replace a part until it gives 
out. You probably don’t rotate 
your tires. 

You go to the most conveni- 
ent station, not sticking to one. 

There are, of course, many 
shadings and degrees of differ- 
ence between the “caretaker” 
and the “user.”

The psychologists also re- 
ported that the woman driver 
tends to be more receptive than 
the male driver to suggestions 
which the service station at- 
tendant might make about the 
car.

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Progress Report 
on Mill Creek

E- OPEN SPACES of a new frontier—the $250,000,000 Mill Creek 

Valley redevelopment — give visual evidence of progress on 

slum clearance in St. Louis. After years of behind - the - scenes work 

on planning and financing, the vast scope of the whole project is 

finally becoming apparent as demolition qrews topple blocks of anti- 
quated and substandard buildings. 

Most of the 465-acre area is shown outlined on this aerial photo 
taken from west of Grand boulevard and looking east toward down- 
town St. Louis. The boundaries are, roughly, 20th street, Olive street, 
Grand boulevard, and the railroad tracks to the south and not visible in 
the photo. About 75 acres (areas marked B, C, D, F and G) will be 
residential, with many two- and three-story garden apartment build- 
ings and a few tall structures. Only 20 per cent of this residential 
area will be occupied by buildings, leaving a park-like appearance. 

St. Louis University is attempting to purchase the 21.34 acres of 
area A, where it plans to erect a new Institute of Technology, a stu- 
dent union building, and buildings for classrooms, laboratories and 
faculty offices. The sale is being contested in court. Area H, about 5 
acres, has been set aside for public school and other public purposes. 
Industrial tracts will cover 165 acres in J and part of I. Commercial 
developments will occupy about 20 acres in K and part of I. Area E, 
containing Vashon High School (3), Vashon Community Center (2) and 
Waring Elementary School (1), will remain about as it is. The rest of 
the land, about 165 acres, will be taken up by expressways and roads. 

Construction is expected to begin in residential areas B and C 
next July. The St. Louis Redevelopment Corporation, a private local 
group, will erect two 12-story apartment buildings with a total of 264 
dwelling units near Grand boulevard. Several low, garden apart- 
ment buildings will be built later, making a total of 403 units on the 
12.4-acre plot. The St. Louis group also will develop all the industrial 
and commercial tracts. 

In area C, an initial development of nine low buildings will pro- 
vide 120 units. These will be built by University Heights Village, Inc., 
a subsidiary of City and Suburban Homes of New York. This firm 
will develop the entire 63.6 residential acres in areas C, D, F and G 
for a total of 1700 units. 

In the foreground of the photo, about 50 acres have been cleared. 
And some 20 acres of industrial land have been cleared in the triangle 
between Jefferson avenue, Market street and Clark avenue. Over 800 
buildings have been demolished so far out of about 2100 scheduled 
for destruction in the whole Mill Creek development. Demolition is 
continuing in areas D and J. A strip will be cleared soon along the 
east side of Jefferson avenue so the street can be widened south of 
Market street. 

Nearly 1500 families have been relocated by the Land Clearance 
Authority but an estimated 500 families still live in the Mill Creek 
Valley district. Before the project began, about 4200 families lived in 
the district. Some 2000 moved without aid of the Authority. 

Many of the existing commercial buildings will remain along 
Olive street in area K and in area I. Three churches are to be left. 
They are Berea Presbyterian (4), St. Paul’s A.M.E. (5) and Union Me- 
morial Methcdist (6). Other buildings still standing in the cleared 
areas will eventually be torn down. A few industrial buildings will 
remain in areas J and I. - 

The Daniel Boone Expressway and its approaches will take up 
considerable land along the south side of Forest Park avenue and 
Clark avenue. It will connect to a north-south distributor expressway 
to be built between 21st and 22nd streets. No date has been set for 
work on these highways, to be paid for by city, state and federal funds. 

A dotted line in area G shows where a temporary cutoff will be 
built from Laclede avenue to Lawton boulevard at the beginning of 
Chestnut street. Laclede avenue will then end at this point and, 
eventually, will curve to the north into Ewing avenue. 

Estimated cost of buying the land is $31,000,000 ($16,750,000 has 
already been spent) and of clearing the land is $3,000,000. Land sales 
now underway to developers include about 100 acres for a total price 
of $2,230,000. St. Louis will pay one-third and the Federal Govern- 
ment two-thirds of the difference between total costs and sale price 
of the land. The city’s contribution, estimated at $11,000,000, will be 
about half in cash from a 1955 bond issue and the rest in land and 
public facilities for the area.

‘Angel of Dien Bien Phu’ 
Now Settled in Quiet Life 


HEROIC FRENCH NURSE who became world fa- 

mous as the “Angel of Dien Bien Phu,” in the war in 
Indo-China six years ago, has settled into the quiet, 
conventional life of a wife and mother — married to her 
wartime sweetheart and living in Madagascar. As Lt. 
Genevieve de Galard-Terraube, she is shown in 1954 
photo (above) on her release by the Communist Viet- 
minh forces after two months as a prisoner. Meeting her 
is French Army Capt. Jean de Heaulme, whom she mar- 
ried in 1956. In photo at right they are at home with their 
10-month-old son. De Heaulme now is military adviser 
to the Malagasy Republic (formerly the French Territory 
of Madagascar). The battle for Dien Bien Phu was a 
crucial one in the seven-year war between French forces 
and the Vietminh, who won the military bastion after 55 
days of siege. Nurse Genevieve, trapped in the fortress 
town when the last hospital plane was damaged, was 
under fire 40 days and nights. She was the only woman 
among 12,000 troops, more than 2000 of them wounded.

Over Roadless Wastes 


N ARMY SUPPLY TRAIN, designed to 

traverse roadless wastes, rolls over the 
snows of northern Michigan in tests described 
at the Fort Benning display. The four - unit 
cargo carrier is equally at home on desert 
sands and muddy terrain, an unusual power 
arrangement enabling the train to move on 
such surfaces. Each of the 16 huge wheels 
— 10 feet high and 4 feet wide — is driven in- 
dependently by a separate electric motor; the 
motors get through cables from a gen- 
erator, turned by a 400- horsepower diesel en- 


gine in the front unit. Each trailer measures 44 
feet long and 14 feet wide, and can carry 15 
tons of supplies. In the front unit are bunks 
for the three-man crew, and a bubble dome 
through which celestial observations can be 
made for navigation. The train, with an over- 
all length of 173 feet, has undergone extensive 
testing in several areas, including the Green- 
land icecap. It was built as a prototype by 
R. G. LeTourneau, Inc., which now is making 
a 13-unit prototype train. For the future, the 
Army is considering an atomic-powered carrier.

of Great Britain's ruling House of Windsor and 
Antony Armstrong-Jones, a commoner, were mar- 
ried. The wedding touched off a display of pag- 
eantry and celebration surpassing anything Lon- 
don had seen since the coronation of the bride's 
elder sister, Queen Elizabeth II, on June 2, 1953. 
An estimated 250,000 Britons, with their traditional 
fondness for royal weddings, jammed central Lon- 
don on the day of the wedding. Millions more fol- 
lowed it by radio and television. The wedding 
was held in historic Westminster Abbey, where it 
was witnessed in person by 2068 invited quests. 

Crowds lining the Mail outside roared ap- 
proval as the newlyweds rode by coach to Buck- 
ingham Palace for a champagne breakfast. They 
further saluted them when, with members of the 
royal family and wedding party, they appeared 
on the palace’s front balcony, and when they 
were driven to the Thames-docked royal yacht 
Britannia to begin a five-week honeymoon cruise 
in Caribbean waters.

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RNADOES, a scourge of the changing seasons for 

much of the Southwest, came twisting down out of 
the night sky and struck again and again, leaving 
paths of destruction in 20 areas of eastern Oklahoma. 
They hit parts of central Texas and traveled as far east 
as central Arkansas. Twenty-seven persons were 
killed in Oklahoma and one in Arkansas; more than 
200 were injured in the three states. Scores of homes 
were splintered — scattered with the wind. 

The heaviest blow was at Wilburton, Okla., a 
college town 100 miles southeast of Tulsa. Of the 
town population of 2000, eleven were killed and about 
100 hurt, but none of the student body of approxi-

mately 1000 attending Eastern Oklahoma A. & M. Col- 
lege was harmed. Wilburton had a tornado warning 
siren but it was not sounded; wind and rain had put 
it out of commission half an hour before the twister hit. 

Next greatest destruction was at Sapulpa, an in- 
dustrial city of 15,000 just 15 miles southwest of Tulsa. 
Three persons were killed, 70 injured. Other eastern 
Oklahoma fatalities were at Roland, Keota, Sallisaw, 
Bristow, Hoffman and near Checotah. There was one 
death in Minifee, Ark., and about 20 persons injured. 

Torrents of rain followed the twisters, and this, 
with widespread disruption of electrical service, left 
many communities dark, made rescue work difficult.

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SIREN SNUFFS OUT NEW YORK 


Hustle of City Is Hushed by Civil Defense Practice Alert 


EW YORK’S MADISON AVENUE, a main thoroughfare of the crowded 
metropolis, was quickly cleared of pedestrians and motor traffic in the 
recent Civil Defense practice alert. The photos above, taken at the same 
spot, show the street before the sirens sounded and shortly thereafter. Ve- 
hicles pulled up at curbs and the sidewalk crowd disappeared into buildings. 
For 15 minutes in the early afternoon, some 8,000,000 New Yorkers stopped 
whatever they were doing to co-operate in the drill. The public response 


™ 
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was Officially described as “outstandingly excellent.” At Times Square 
the normal crowd of about 5000 was out of sight in less than two minutes. 
One statistical result of the alert was a 90 per cent.drop in consumption of 
electricity. Civil Defense workers across the country also took part in the 
elaborately planned exercise, but for the public generally the main feature 
of the drill was a half-hour shutdown of TV stations and use of Conel- 
rad channels by radio stations, just as they would in an emergency.

For a Close Look at Mars 


Space Vehicles Devised for Photographing Planet 


-POSSIBILITY OF HUMAN LIFE ON THE PLANET MARS has intrigued 

many persons for a long time. In an effort to find an answer to this teaser, 

two groups of American scientists have designed unmanned space vehicles 
to make relatively close-up photographs of the planet. 

Scientists at the Massachusetts Institute of Technoldgy, after a two-year 
study, have devised a vehicle to take pictures of Mars from 5000 feet away 
and return to earth. And the National Aeronautics and Space Administration 
has released details of a new space craft that could transmit detailed pictures 
of the surface of Mars, one of the most readily observable of all heavenly 
bodies. The M.I.T. mentioned June 17, 1962, as the possible launching date 
for its space vehicle, with Mars to be photographed on Nov. 17, 1964, and a 
small re-entry projectile containing the camera to be retrieved in the Gulf 
of Mexico on Sept. 17, 1965. The other Mars probe also may be made in 1962. 

Many scientists now think that there probably is q low form of plant 
life on Mars but that its environment — particularly, little or no oxygen and in- 
sufficient water — is not favorable to the development of higher forms of life.

To President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev 


GENTLEMEN: 
Tomorrow in Paris you meet at the Summit. 

As you enter upon the great and complex issues for 
the preservation of peace, I would like to report to you 
on the reception given my proposal for a direct tele- 
phone line between the White House and the Kremlin 
to help forestall the danger of accidental war. 

Instant Communication could prevent Instant War. 

I know both you gentlemen have read my open 
letter of March 20. . 

The thousands of letters, telegrams and phone calls 
received by PARADE since then are overwhelmingly in 
favor of the direct telephone line. They show the 
public’s awareness and deep concern over the mount- 
ing threat of the world’s being reduced to ashes. 

Let me summarize this response for you. 


Mr. Kurusucuev: Your own official newspapers, 
Pravda and Izvestia, reprinted the letter in full, with 
the comment: “The letter attracts attention . . . because 
it emphasizes the necessity of timely measures to liqui- 
date the danger of atomic war.” 


Mr. EtsENHower: Two White House aspirants— 
Sens. Hubert H. Humphrey and Stuart Symington — 
and Martin B. McKneally, National Commander of 
The American Legion, urge that the idea be pursued. 


Humpurey calls the proposal “thoughtful and percep- 
tive” and adds: “Every possibility to reduce the likeli- 
hood of a nuclear war by accident should be explored.”

On March 20, Parade’s Editor Jess Gorkin 
addressed an Open Letter to President Eisenhower 
and Premier Khrushchev. He respectfully 


suggested that, to reduce the hazard of accidental 
war in this nuclear-rocket age, the world’s two 


most powerful men consider establishing a direct 


telephone link between them to give instant 


warning of any missile mishap that could be 


mistaken for a deliberate act of aggression. 


Symincron: “Congratulations on your suggestion re- 
garding that wire between the two men in whose hands 
may well lie the future of the world.” 


McKneatty: “The 24-hour, around-the-clock, person- 
to-person contact you propose could easily be the sole 
means to prevent the end of civilization forever.” 


Of course, there are critics. Their complaints fall 
into two categories. Those who say, “You can’t talk to 
the Russians,” and those who fear a ruse—that you, 
Mr. Khrushchev, might try to lull us with warning of 
an “impending accident” when a real attack was on 
the way. 

No doubt there are Russians saying the same kind 
of thing about Americans and President Eisenhower. 

Neither of you gentlemen would be meeting to- 
morrow in Paris if you did not agree that our nations 
along with Britain and France must try to talk to each 
other. Only in this way can the arms race be halted 
and its cloud of fear dispersed. 

As for trickery, I emphasized that an accident warn- 
ing would instantly alert defenses—not lull them. 
This would apply in Moscow as well as in Washing- 
ton. Certainly no nation bent on a sneak attack would 
risk its success by so much as a whisper—much less a 
vital 15-minute alarm. 

From Portland, Maine, to Honolulu, the messages 
have poured in. They reflect a cross-section of America.

Bryant B. Bailey, of Los Gatos, Calif., says, “Your 
open letter makes sense to me” —and then adds: “Am 
just the young 76-year-old son of one of California's 
pioneers of 1851, who was taught to love and cherish 
this State and Country.” 


And then there is the comment from a top Pentagon 
general: “Your idea is certainly not the whole solution 
to the East-West power struggle. But I can easily see 
situations in which a fast word between the White 
House and Kremlin could save the world. Who can 
possibly be for accidental war?” 


I hope you two men will establish a direct telephone 
line between the White House and the Kremlin. I 
hope, too, you will never have to use it—except in the 


interests of world peace.

LIFE BEGINS AT 50

STAGES OF LIFE 


1960 
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Who are the aged? What is middle age? We puzzle over 
such questions today because the boundaries of age 
classifications have begun to break down. The chart at 
right shows how the life cycle has changed in 60 years, 
according to calculations by Clark Tibbitts, author of the 
article below. A pioneer in the mushrooming field of 
aging research, he is Chief of Program Planning, Special 
Staff on Aging, U.S. Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare. Previously he was Director of the Institute 
for Human Adjustment at the University of Michigan, 
Ann Arbor. He is editor or co-editor of several major 
books in the field: Aging in the Modern World, The New 
Frontiers of Aging and Growing in the Older Years. 


Eos 30 YEARS AGO, author Walter B. Pitkin 
wrote a book called Life Begins at 40. With sales in the 
millions, the book became an inspiration to a whole 
generation. Its title is a catch-phrase still heard today. 

But in 1960 that slogan is hopelessly out of date. 
Today life begins at 50. And the evidence is clear that 
tomorrow it may begin even later. 

Modern science and modern society have added 
new years and brought new opportunities to every- 
one’s life. A dynamic nation has banished many of 
the old fears, lifted many of the old burdens. 

Look at what science and philosophy tell us about 
the 50-year-old in America today: 

Studies at the University of Chicago show that 
“maximum satisfaction and gratification in life” come 
just before 50. The high point of maturity actually is 
reached around 50, according to other studies at the 
University of Minnesota. 

Anne Morrow Lindbergh declares that middle age, 
much like adolescence, brings on new interests and 
spurs new desires to grow. 

I believe that 50 now is the mid-point in life, when 
as many productive adult years lie ahead as lie be- 
hind. But they are vastly different years. Up to 50 is 
the period of establishment; after 50 is the time to 
capitalize on the experience, skills and knowledge 
stockpiled earlier. ~~ 

Thirty years ago, a man—or woman—of 50 was 
considered on the long, slow road of decline. He an- 
ticipated poor health, fewer job opportunities, shrink- 
ing income and continuing responsibilities. The world 
scorned him as “too old” and barred him from prog- 
ress with the sentence, “You can’t teach an old dog 
new tricks.” 

Today a 50-year-old can look ahead to longer life, 


better health, more jobs, steady income and fewer re- 
sponsibilities. Changing industry increasingly wants 
his experience instead of a younger man’s brawn. New 
scientific evidence proves that he can learn new tricks 
as well as a younger man. 

Today a 50-year-old can do what many Americans 


_ always have longed to do. He can “start all over know- 


ing what I know now.” Free of the trivia that cluttered 
his youth, he can focus on his true interests and on 
richer, fuller living that really means something. 

These are the changes that have given him that 
opportunity : 


LONGER LIFE. In the 1930s, a man of 50 could ex- 
pect to live 21 more years; his wife, 22. Today a man 
of 50 can expect to live 23 more years. His wife can 
expect to live 27. 

This gift is the result of giant strides in modern 
medicine. Two great killers of the past, pneumonia 
and tuberculosis, have decreased sharply. Several 
others, such as infectious heart disease, have lost their 
sting. And medicine is closing in on some of today's 
menaces, such as cancer and heart disease. 


BETTER HEALTH. A generation ago, a man in the 
middle years fell victim to periodic prolonged bouts of 
illness. He was not health-conscious, and Ke often 
failed to seek adequate medical care. A sizeable pro- 
portion of the over-50 population was chronically ill. 

Today’s 50-year-old is healthy—healthier than ever 


before and healthier than most persons realize. 


Eighty-seven per cent of Americans between 45 and 
54 are completely free of physical ailments that cause 
limitation of activity, according to the National 
Health Survey. So are 78 per cent of those between 55 
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and 64, and 63 per cent of those between 65 and 75. 

A 50-year-old loses a few more work-days due to 
illness and spends a trifle more on medical care ($129 
vs. $108 a year) than a younger man, according to the 
Health Information Foundation. But the difference is 
negligible—and nowhere near so striking as it was in 
the past. 


MORE JOBS. Because of alleged poor health and 
waning energy, men and women 50 yesterday were 
considered washed up in the working world. Heavy 
work required youth and physical stamina. One in 10 
men was at the end of the line at 50. Four of five 
women did not hold jobs. 

The legend that older workers are undesirable 
workers dies hard, but it definitely is dying. Current 
figures show almost every able-bodied man between 
45 and 64 working. Forty-eight per cent of women 
between 45 and 54 are employed—the highest per- 
centage of any age group of women in the U.S. Even 
between 55 and 64, one-third of women hold jobs. 

A new value has been placed on experience and 
wisdom, which only older persons have. Not long ago, 
I asked a 34-year-old surgeon what special qualities 
were required for success in his profession. “The first 
qualification is 25 years of experience,” he replied. 

One reason for this gradual turnabout is that the 
old notion of declining intelligence with age has been 
debunked. Studies show now that intelligence reaches 
a peak at 50 and that the capacity to learn continues 
for years. 

A researcher at Columbia University found that 
students past 50 made fewer mistakes in Russian 
language tests than students much younger. Another 
series of tests has shown that older persons, when 
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properly motivated, learn equally fast and retain their 
knowledge better than the younger group. 

We can expect the trend toward employment of 
older workers to continue. Employers have learned 
that older people are reliable and not inclined to job- 
jump. As automation becomes more prevalent in in- 
dustry, there will be less premium on brawn and more 
on brains. The beneficiaries will be the 50-plus age 
group. | 


STEADIER INCOME. Coupled with the difficulty of 
finding jobs past 50 in the past was a sharp downturn 
in income. 

Today, there still is a downturn between 45 and 54 
—but the gap is closing. Both men and women in this 
age bracket earn only $100 a year less than they did 
at their earning peak. The latest median is $5,034 for 
men, $3,069.for women. Even past 55, women earn 
only $250 less than women in their 20s; a man’s 
income has dropped only a little over $500. 
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“Second careers” were started after 50 
by the trio in these photos: Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle (1.), who came back as savior of 
France; Irene Dunne (above), who went from 
Hollywood to U.N.; lawyer Joseph N.Welch

FEWER RESPONSIBILITIES. Yesterday a couple 
still was tied down at the age of 50. The average wife 
was 55 when her last child left home; the average 
husband 59. Half the households in America were 
broken by death before the last child married. 

. Today the average husband ana wife are on their 
own at 50 and 48. They can look forward to many 
years of married life—just with each other. Most 
couples today live together 43 years before death 
interrupts. 

One man wrote me, “Only after we were in our 50s 
did my wife and I have the opportunity to do what 
we wanted — alone — just as we did as newlyweds. The 
only difference is that as newlyweds we didn’t have 
the money. Now we do.” 

Decreasing responsibility also affects the job world. 
One Philadelphia businessman has written that in 
his 50s, he felt for the first time that “if you don’t like 
a man, you can tell him to go to blazes and never see 
him again. If you do like him, you can enjoy his friend- 
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ship without serious question on either side of motives 
or possible personal gain.” 

Longer life, better health, more jobs, steadier in- 
come, fewer responsibilities—these are the gifts of 
the modern world to today’s 50-year-old. All around 
us is evidence of persons who have seized these gifts 
(see photos) to begin life anew in the middle years. 
You can have the same opportunity. 

Says Dr. John E. Anderson of the University of 
Minnesota: “In the life pattern, there is a gradual 
change from breadth of interest to intensity and depth 
of interest.” Dr. Anderson adds that in the 50s you can 
finally pursue the interests that were shunted aside 
while you were trying to find yourself. 

One Portland, Ore., couple provides a good ex- 
ample. After their children left home, the wife helped 
launch a movement to improve nursing homes. The 
husband became president of the local school board. 
Before their 50s, the couple simply had not had time 
for community activities. 

From 50 on, you become more concerned with art, 
cultural and civic affairs. Studies of newspaper read- 
ing show that men and women over 50 are’ more avid 
followers of news analysis columns and editorials. 

Can you seize the gift of full years from 50 on? You 
will need your own courage. For many plus-50s still 
are numbed by fears that have little meaning in mod- 
ern life. They fear that age 50 means sickness and 
being tossed on employment'’s scrap heap. Both fears 
become less and less meaningful day by day. 

Today 31 million Americans are between ages 50 
and 70. In five years the number will be 34 million; 
five years later, 37 million. For these vast multitudes, 
as Walter Pitkin said in 1932, “there is a career for 
each decade, determined chiefly by the energy de- 
manded.” . 

We recognize the wisdom of his words. Persons in 
middle life and beyond are more active than ever, 
more articulate than ever in social and political mat- 
ters. They are using the tools shaped by 50 years of 
living to fashion new lives the way they always wanted 
to live them. 

Life today does begin at 50. But it begins only for 
those with courage enough to take up the challenge, 
who refuse to write themselves off and who continue 
to learn and do. *

“No. It is true that more women are 
working today than ever before. But 
I think this helps to make them more 
feminine.-Alone at home with the 
kids, a woman gets sloppy. When 
you are out tn public, sir set’ the 
latest styles. Also there are men to 
see you. So you're more feminine.” 
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“Why can’t a woman be more like a man?” 

So pleaded Prof. Henry Higgins in My 
Fair Lady, the musical comedy about life in 
England at the turn of the century. But if 
Higgins were alive in the U.S. in 1960, ac- 
cording to an astonishing number of people, 
he would find women behaving more like 
men every day. 

He would come across women doctors, cab 
drivers, even boilermakers, he would learn 
that women own most of the nation’s wealth 
and he would discover that the votes of 
women—ridiculed in Higgins’ day—are ex- 
pected to determine our next President. 

How has all this power affected women? 
Has it made them less like women, more like 
men? To find out, PARADE polled several 
hundreds of both sexes across the nation (in- 
cluding the six San Jose, Calif., citizens 
shown on this page), asking: “Are Ameri- 
can women losing their femininity?” 

Nearly half the men and more than one- 
third of the women answered that women 
were becoming less feminine. And they said 
so with a more confident voice than the slight 
majority who voted no. Some typical com- 
ments from women who expressed a fear for 
the loss of femininity: 

“Look at the way women dress—in men’s 
pants and men’s shirts. They cut their hair 
short like men. They smoke in the streets like 
men. They drink at bars like men. Now they 
even cuss like men.” 

“By taking men’s jobs, women have be- 
come more business-like and aggressive.” 

“They worry more about getting ahead 
than getting a man.” 

And from the men: 


“Today's young girls walk and talk like 


football players.” 
“Did you ever see a brisk business girl who 
was also the clinging-vine type?” 


Greatest Show on Earth 


Those who held U.S. women were not 
losing their femininity—51 per cent of the 
men and 58 per cent of the women—were 
more vague in telling why. “They seem just as 
interested in fashions and cosmetics,” said 
many. Most men had a simple comment: 
“They still look great.” 

But nearly everyone agreed that women 
are less feminine than their grandmothers. 
“It’s the fault of the era we live in,” said one 
woman. “A woman becomes hardened by the 
public she must work with, the talk she hears, 
what she sees. The American woman has 
been forced to become domineering and in- 
dependent.” 

Maybe so, said: one man, “but even if 
women are becoming less different than men, 
all I can do is repeat, Vive la différence!”

HOLLYWOOD. 
After 30 years in Hollywood, Betty Grable is 
calling it quits. Lock, stock and barrel, kit 
and caboodle, the pin-up queen of another 
generation is moving to Las Vegas. 

Why? Is it because the motion picture in- 
dustry has passed her by? Is it because Holly- 
wood is no longer making the type of musical 
that zoomed her to fame and $300,000 a 
year in the 1940s and 50s? Or is it because 
Betty has reached that critical age in the life 
of a female, 43, where she arouses genuine 
interest in men rather than wolf whistles. 

All this undoubtedly has something to do 


with Betty's plan to transplant the family 


homestead from Beverly Hills to the Nevada 
desert, but according to her the No. 1 reason 
is trumpeter Harry James. 

“Harry and I,” Betty explained to me re- 
cently, “have been hitched for 17 years. I 
find I’m getting used to the guy, even like to 


be near him. He plays Las Vegas seven 
months a year. Under those circumstances 
why should I and the girls [the Jameses have 
two daughters— Vickie, 16, and Jessica, 12] 
live in California? ; 

“If I were still making pictures, staying in 
Hollywood would make sense.

I 
never wanted to become a motion picture 
star. It was my mother who spurred me on 
when we first came out here from St. Louis, 
I guess maybe 30 years ago. I just happened 
to take it in stride. But I was never what 
you'd call a compulsive type of performer. 
You know, the kind of actress who's always 
pressing, always pushing. 

“I remember many years ago when Darryl 
Zanuck was casting The Razor's Edge, a big 
production from the Somerset Maugham 
novel.

been one of Betty’s most refreshing charac- 
teristics. For example, when you ask her 
about her current act, which is wowing 
audiences, she says, “I take it out for three 
reasons: money, happiness and because it 
keeps me young.” 

When Betty plays the El Rancho in Las 
Vegas, she is paid $25,000 a week. “For 
this I work 35 minutes a show, two shows 
a night. Not bad, not only because the 
loot is great, but because I also enjoy what 
I’m doing. It gives me happiness. On TV 
it’s an entirely different story. I can do 
the same numbers and I’m as nervous as a 
rabbit. TV terrifies me. I did The Dinah 
Shore Show a few weeks ago and I was 
shaking throughout the whole thing. But 
in front of a movie camera or a night-club 
audience, I don’t know, I have a ball work- 
ing hard. 

“Reporters ask me,” Betty continues, 
“how come I have the same shaped legs, 
the same measurements now as I had 15 
years ago—I’m 5 feet 3, weigh 120 
pounds, and I’m 38 around the chest— 
and I tell them it comes from two things: 
heredity and working hard. My father, 
who died a few years ago at the age of 71, 
looked only 50 or 55. And my mother 
doesn’t look her age. And neither do I. And 
as for keeping my figure, I’ve never had to 
go on any of those special diets or any- 
thing, I’ve got a God-given figure and when 
I'm working I don’t eat very much, be- 
cause you can’t dance with a full stomach. 


Outside Interests 


“Another thing about working is that it 
gives a woman something to look forward 
to. Why do most women get fat and 
frowzy? They have nothing to look for- 
ward to. No one is making any demands 
on them. The kids have gone off to school. 
The old man doesn't care very much any 
more about his wife's ‘appearance. He’s 
reconciled to the fact that he isn’t married 
to a Marilyn Monroe. And she knows he is 
not any Cary Grant. For women around 
40 life can become drab and dreary very 
quickly. That's why it’s good to have out- 
side interests. 

“Four years ago Frank Sennes, he's a 
night-club operator, came to me and said, 
‘Betty, you've been hanging around the 
house long enough. Why don’t we book 
you into the Desert Inn for a few weeks?’ 

“I said no, right off. After all, I had 
those 14 years at 20th Century-Fox, and 
they were great years, but getting up at 
5 a.m. and home by 7-p.m. and all those 
rehearsals. Who wanted to get up an act 
anyway? Somehow I let myself be talked 
into it. I thought I'd hate the night-club 
routine. But I went ahead and did it, and 
I liked it, mostly because I could pick my 
own dates. 

“Years ago, anyone re lived in Las 


Vegas, especially during the hot oa at 


the height of the season there, was nuts, in 


my opinion. But nowadays, air condition- 
ing has changed all that. Vegas has become 
a show-business center. There’s no smog, 
no state income tax. I can hit the road for 
a few weeks and Harry’ll be around to look 
after the girls. 

“In another few years both Jessica and 
Vicki will probably go off to college. So 
you can see why there’s no point in my 
living in Beverly Hills and Harry working 
in Las Vegas. That’s why we're making 
Vegas our home.”

Harry James, to whom Betty was mar- 
ried in 1943, is convinced she is the lucki- 
est wife in the world. 

“Let's face it,” he told me, “Betty's got 
the best of two worlds. She loves. home 
life, and she works in show business when 
and where she likes. You can’t beat that 
sort of setup. And it suits me fine, because 


ms a very rare kind of career-girl. To 
her I come first and the career comes. sec- 
ond. And it’s always been that way ever 
since we got married. Even when she was 
the most popular-movie star in the busi- 
ness, Betty was. never domineering. And 
when she left the picture studios she 
wasn't depressed.

Lemnitzer, Chief of Staff, U.S. Army, 
provocative questions on the fate of the 
foot soldier in an age of rockets and 
nuclear warfare. Here they are, with 
the hard-hitting answers: 


Q@ General, you have said that the Army 
will have an increasing role in the nu- 
clear-space age. Do you envisage the 
front-line infantry man armed with nu- 
clear weapons? lf so, what contro! will 
be exercised over his use of them? 

A. We have already developed the 
“Davy Crockett,” a bazooka-like weapon 
capable of firing a small nuclear war- 
head. But the use of the “Davy Crock- 
ett,” or other nuclear weapons, great 
or small, must first be authorized by the 
highest authority—the President. The 
safeguards for small nuclear weapons 
will not be unlike those already in ex- 
istence for large weapons. 


Q. Might the use of the small tactical 
nuclear weapon be barred—or if it were 
used, wouldn't it finally lead to the use 
of the big H-bombs? 

A. I agree that it conld—possibly. 

You have pointed up the key reason 
why we must have a dual capability — 
the ability to fight large or small wars 
with or without nuclear weapons. What 
we are really talking about in “tactical” 
nuclear weapons are those with a small 
enough yield to be limited to military 
targets in the battle zone—or the war 
zone—as distinguished from the large 
bombs or missile warheads which could 
be employed against strategic targets. 

Obviously, we want no war at all. 
And if there is no war, there is no rea- 
son to use any nuclear weapons. How- 
ever, we must be prepared with all the

kinds of weapons that the man in com-_ 
mand needs to conduct his battle against 
any enemy—and, similarly, the weap- 
ons to destroy or neutralize any weapons 
he may choose to employ against us. 


Q. Is the Army’s role now restricted to 
limited war, which you have said is the 
more likely threat now that we face a pos- 
sible nuclear stalemate? 

A. Definitely not. It is an unfortunate 
fact that the Army, in its effort to focus 
attention on the threat of limited war, 
has come to be thought of by many peo- 
ple as only a limited war force. As I see 
it, the role of the Army in all forms of 
War is as great as ever. 

In the cold war today, the Army. is 
playing a major role with substantial 
forces deployed overseas — in Europe 
and in Korea—face-to-face with the 
Communist threat. These are strong 
deterrent forces for keeping the peace. 

And in the general war, where the 
outcome of the struggle will be deter- 
mined by the combined land, air and 
sea forces, the Army will be essential 
to victory. In this connection, I would 
like to point out that this is not merely 
an Army viewpoint, and I have noticed 
that the Soviet military leaders are 
thinking along the same lines as we are 
—that a general, nuclear war would 
not be over in a few days. They make 
it clear*that they believe the decision 
would be determined by the outcome of 
the struggle following the opening ther- 
monuclear exchange. 

In limited war,.the Army obviously 
has a major role to play. There is a re- 
quirement for the participation of all 
Services—Army, Navy and Air Force 
—just as in general war. Army forces 
—if limited war occurs— will definite- 
ly be involved in the performance of 
their primary role, which is sustained 
combat on land.

Q. if there is a limited war in the Far 
East or in the Middle East, would the Army 
be able to get there fast enough? 

A. That’s exactly why I am so interested 
in the availability of tactical and strategic 
air lift. We cannot be strong everywhere. 
We must have forces available to reinforce 
our deployments overseas, and to go to the 


assistance of our friends‘in other parts of 


the world, where we are committed by 
treaty and by agreements. It is for these 
purposes that the Army maintains its Stra- 
tegic Army Corps (STRAC). Our effec- 
tiveness in this respect is directly propor- 
tional to the speed with which the Military 
Air Transport Service (MATS) and the 
Tactical Air Command (TAC) can move 
these troops in thé proper strength to the 
area where the emergency occurs. There- 
fore, I strongly support the provision of 
adequate numbers of modern aircraft — 
strategic transport aircraft for MATS, and 
tactical transport aircraft for TAC. 


Q. Will helicopters be taking the place of 
trucks and jeeps in the army of tomorrow? 
A. Yes, in many cases. We have made long 
strides in helicopter development, and I 
believe there will be many more rotary- 
wing aircraft on the battlefield in the 
future. We have also certain types of 
fixed-wing aircraft which offer tremen- 
dous possibilities for very short landings 
and take-offs—and can carry heavy cargo 
loads. But we must remember that aerial 
vehicles cannot do the whole mobility job. 
We must also continue to modernize all 
of our surface vehicles. 


Q. What about our tanks? 

A. We are just going into production with 
a‘new Army tank, the M-60, a medium 
tank, which is one of the best tanks in its 
class in the world today. Its new diesel 
engine can use several types of fuel; it 
has a greatly increased range; and its 105- 
millimeter gun is one of the best tank- 
killers in existence. 


Q@. Can you foresee any military use for 
space satellites? 

A. Yes. Satellites can be used for commu- 
nications, for mapping, for navigation, 
for providing early warning of possible 
attack, for weather forecasting—to name 
only a few. 


Q. What about the anti-missile missile? 

A. In my view, a top priority. Since long- 
range enemy missiles may soon pose the 
greatest threat, it should be obvious that 
any weapon capable of destroying that 
threat is desirable. We in the Army are 
very enthusiastic and optimistic about our 
achievements to date with the NIKE- 
ZEUS system. 

Again, consider our plight if an enemy 
should develop an effective anti-missile 
missile and we did not. We would be at 
a serious military disadvantage in that we 
would be wide open to his attack, and he 
would have a means of defending against 
our retaliation. 


Q@. How do you feel about a single armed 
service replacing those we have today? 

A. I am against it. In general, I think the 
present organization of our forces is proper 
and logical. The technical problems of 
fighting in three elements—land, air and 
sea—are such that no single service could

possibly master them all; and the com- 
plexity of those problems is increasing. 
You must also consider morale. If you put 
everybody into a single service, men 
would lose their sense of identity, their 
esprit de corps. 


Q. Do you favor the Navy continuing with 
its aircraft carriers and the Air Force with 
its supersonic B-58 bombers? 

A. Yes, in both cases. Both carriers and 
B-58 bombers present additional and seri- 
ous problems for any aggressor. The car- 
riers have an important role in ensuring 
the freedom of the seas. The B-58 is pos- 
sessed of a high-speed bombing and a 
superior reconnaissance capability which 
I regard as highly important. 


Q. | see that the Tactical Air Command 
squadrons are now being equipped with 
F-105 fighter bombers. Since it will provide 
air support for the Army, what is your 
opinion of the F-1057 

A. I have inspected the F-105 at Langley 
Field, Virginia, and have observed its per- 
formance. It appears to be an outstanding 
aircraft and will go a long way toward 
meeting the nation’s tactical requirements. 


Q. What about other requirements the 
Army has for the Tactical Air Command? 

A. We have great confidence in the Tac- 
tical Air Command, on which we rely for 
reconnaissance, close-air support and tac- 
tical air lift. We work closely with them, 
and we feel that we have developed a 
most effective and smooth-functioning 
team. The Tactical Air Command is doing 
a great job and is striving constantly to im- 
prove its equipment and its capabilities. 


Q@. General, what value do you set on the 
role of the Army National Guard and the 
Army Reserves? 

A. A very high value. No nation can main- 
tain in peace all the active forces that 
would be required in war. Once in ‘the 
field, the regular forces have to be sus- 
tained and constantly reinforced. The 
Army National Guard and the Army Re- 
serve are the reservoir that adds immeas- 
urably to our strength. In addition to their 


combat role, there is another important 


capability: they provide trained, disci- 
plined martpower to cope with any na- 
tional disaster, and the possibilities in 
this respect in the thermonuclear age 
should be obvious to everybody. ”

Visitors enjoy mild summer weather, majestic scenery 


they found many things they had not seen before. 
They spent one night at Cripple Creek, 12 miles from 
Fairbanks, an old gold-mining camp renovated for the 
tourist trade. They dined on reindeer steak (“tough 
and overdone,” was Carolyn’s decision) and awoke 
the next morning to a sourdough breakfast. 

Touring the mountain took two days. By bus 
over gravel roads, they viewed it from many vantage 
points. All along the way they met Alaskan wildlife— 
caribou, Dall sheep, marmot, beaver. Once, far off, 
they caught a glimpse of a silvertip grizzly. 


Fresh Air and Scenery 


The Mount McKinley Hotel itself is overwhelmed 
by bracing air and magnificent scenery. Below it lies 
tranquil Horseshoe Lake, reached by a three-mile 
“self-guiding” nature trail. All around are mountains 
and, in the distance, the brooding McKinley. Carolyn 
and Dale found themselves growing drowsy early and 
content to turn in by 10 p.m. 

Their trip ended with a half-day trip down the 
Tanana River on the paddlewheeler Discovery and a 
frantic review of travel folders. Among other Alaska 
Airlines tours available are flights to the Yukon goild- 
rush country, to Nome, to the Arctic Circle and to 
remote fishing country. The Moses, who spend most 
vacations on the Oregon coast, hope another trip to 
Alaska—and one to Hawaii—is in their future. 

How much is a trip to Alaska? Air fare from Seattle 
to Fairbanks is about $200 a person round trip. The 
four-day package tour of Mount McKinley: $68.50, 
including transportation and lodging but not meals. 

The summer climate, even in Fairbanks, is surpris- 
ingly appealing—in the 60s and 70s—and life in- 
formal. There are few dress-up occasions, and sports 
clothes are in order most of the time. This is the kind 
of living that appealed to the Moses when they first 
visited Alaska, and it appealed to them again. 

Carolyn Moses summed up her feelings as the trip 
ended. “I'm a real sentimentalist. I fell in love with 
Alaska the first time we were here—the mountains, 
the aurora borealis, everything—and I couldn't get 
back fast enough. Now what do you think I've done? 
I’ve fallen in love with the place all over again.” @

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Keeping Hair and Beard Blond 
Big Problem for—'Vikings' Star 


NEW YORK, May /4. 

T'S difficult to believe that a six-foot-five 

giant of a man, full-bearded and with a 
heavy shock of hair, would have any need 
for beauty treatment. But keeping his hair 
and beard in condition is one of the biggest 
problems of Jerome Courtland, star of tele- 
vision's "Tales of the Vikings” (KSD-TV, 
9:30 p.m. Sundays.) 


Courtland is a definite brunette. But be- 
cause of the popular belief that a Scandi- 
navian must be blond, his naturally brown 
hair has to be bleached. For nearly a year 
now Courtland has had to “go into the shop 
for repairs” about every 10 days. That is, 
every 10 days to have his beard bleached; 
he can go out three weeks without having 
his hair done. 

One thing is certain. His shoulder-length 
hair and full beard are the real thing. It 
wouldn't do, he says, to wear a wig or false 
beard because the action in “The Vikings” 
is just too rugged. “A wig or beard would 
not survive a single scene,” he says. “All of 
us have to grow our own.” 


The “all of us'"—cast members—include 
several men of Courtland's physical stature. 
In leading roles with him are Buddy Baer, 
who stands better than six-foot-six, and 
Walter Barnes, just an inch under that. 

ODDLY ENOUGH, the other men don't 
have to worry about hair dressers. Blond or 
not, they appear as they really are. But be- 
cause Courtland as Leif is the leading Vik- 
ing, he at least has to meet the general 
conception of a Scandinavian as blond. 


There's arduous work involved in the mak- 
ing of the series, but Courtland says this 
past year has been one of his most pleasant 
as a movie and television actor, thanks to 
working abroad, mostly in Germany. The 
pressures, he says, are not as great as they 
would be in New York and Hollywood with 
their hectic atmospheres. 


While the background scenes in "The Vik- 
ings" are supposed to be those of Norway's 
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fiords and spectacular mountains and other 
similar northern areas, most of the filming is 
done in Germany. The series is produced 
by motion picture star Kirk Douglas's com- 
pany, Brynaprod, which made a movie titled 
“The Vikings.” The sets used in the Wele- 
vision series are mostly those built originally 
for the motion picture. 


COURTLAND has his wife and two chil- 
dren with him in Germany. They have a 
home near Munich. Right now he is making 
a motion picture for a German producer in 
which he plays the role of the legendary 
hero, Siegfried. It will be a $7,000,000 
production. When the producer was looking 
for a Siegfried he was told about the 
golden-haired Viking. ‘Thanks to my hair 
and beard and my size,’ says Courtland, “I 
was signed almost immediately." 


The picture has to be finished by June, 
when shooting starts for another series of 
Vikings” films. 

Courtland was born in Knoxville, Tenn., 32 
years ago. His real name is Courtland 
Jourolman Jr. After getting his early educa- 
tiion in Knoxville and at Riverside Military 
Academy in Gainesville, Ga., he completed 
two years at U.C.L.A. while under contract 
to a motion picture studio. 


He began his professional career more or 
less by accident, when he was !7. In 
Hollywood on a summer vacation, he looked 
up Charles Vidor, a friend of the family. 
Vidor invited him to Columbia Pictures 
studios and tested him for a small role in a 
movie starring Irene Dunne and Charles 
Boyer. Studio officials liked what they saw, 
ave him the part and a long-term contract. 
They also gave him a new name, handily 
changing Courtland Jourolman to Jerome 
Courtland. 


Since then, except for two years out 
for Army service, one year of which was 
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JEROME COURTLAND, center, star of “Tales of the Vikings," with two regulars 
in the series, BUDDY BAER and INGE SCHOENER. 


spent in occupation duty in Japan, Court- 
land has appeared in a number of movies 
and has starred in some of television's top 
dramatic shows. He also has appeared in a 


Broadway show, ‘Flahooley,” and as a singer 
and night club entertainer has had engage- 
ments in such spots as the Maisonette Room, 
Latin Quarter and Versailles in New York, 
and Los Angeles's Crescendo. 


Before taking the “Vikings” series, he had 
a leading role in Walt Disney's "Saga of 
Andy Burnett’ TV series and also played in 
a Disney movie, “Tonka.” 


Courtland was chosen for the role of Leif 
in "Vikings" not only because of his acting 
experience, his physique and good looks, 
but also because of his prowess as an 
athlete. He has a national ranking as an 
archer, shoots golf in the low 80s, is a good 
tennis player. He was a boxer and football 


player in high school and is an expert shot. 
As hobbies he likes skin-diving and spear- 
fishing. His biggest spear prizes to date 
are a seven-foot eel and five-foot shark. He 
has a private pilot's license and for a time 
was an ardent fan of the risky sport of para- 
chute jumping. 

There's another side to his versatility. Some- 
what of an artist, he won a national cartoon 
contest when he was !2. He has designed a 
number of drinking glasses and greeting 
cards. 


Courtland's first marriage, to television 
star Polly Bergen, ended in divorce. He 
met his present wife, the former Janet 
Gumprecht, while he was on a film location 
in the Bahamas. They have been married 
four years and have a 3-year-old daughter, 
Christiana, and a son, Christopher, » who 
will be 2 in July. They have a home over- 
looking the Pacific Ocean at Malibu.
